Preserving Rope. 
It has been suggested by a French 
exchange that, in order to insure great- 
er strength and consequently more 
safety in ropes for scaffolding purposes, 
particularly in localities where the at- 
mosphere is destructive of hemp fiber, 
such ropes should be dipped, when 
dry, into a bath containing twenty 
grains of sulphate of copper per liter 
of water, and kept in soak in this solu- 
tion some four days, afterward being 
dried. The will thus have ab 
sorbed a certain quantity of sulphate 
of copper, which will preserve them for 
time both from the attacks of 
animal parasites and from rot. 

The copper salt may be fixed in the 
fibers by a coating of tar or by soapy 
water, and in order todo this it may 
be passed through a bath of boiled tar, 
hot, drawing it through a thimble to 
press back the excess of tar, and sus- 
pending it afterward ona staging to 
dry and harden. In a second method 
the rope is soaked in a solution of 100 
grammes of per liter of water, 
The copper soap thus formed in the 
fiber of the rope, is stated to preserve it 
even better than tar is capable of do- 
ing, which mechanically to im- 
prison the sulphate of copper, which is 
the real preservative in the case,

Woodcuts, 
Overlaying is merely an_ intelligent 
adjustment of pressure on woodcuts 
}iai pressure adjusted to suit the resist- 
}anee, so that light lines shall have little 
and solid surfaces much pressure. So 
treated light lines will print sharp and 
clear; the compact and closer lines of 
middle tints will be smoothly gray, and 
the solid portions of the dark shadows 
will be full velvety black. The differ 
ent degrees of light and shade in every 
woodcut require this graduation of 
pressure, The theory seems simple 
enough, but putting the theory in prac

Every printing machine is made so

Mayor Bean’s 


Inaugural Address. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 

As we assume today the duties of 
the several positions to which we have 
been chosen, I am impressed with the 
important and serious responsibilities 
which devolve upon us as public offi- 
cials. 

And when I say this, I assure you I 
am not merely uttering a commouplace 
expression which is not supported by 
an honest and earnest conviction, It 
is gratifying to men to be regarded 
worthy of the confidence of their fellow 
citizens and to have such confidence 
find expression in their selection for 
positions of honor and trust. Such 
gratification is both natural and credit- 
able. I believe, however, that in quite 
recept years public servants, while they 
have experienced no less satisfaction 
in the public choice, have generally 
come to entertain a more just and 
broader idea of the obligations which 
they assume. ‘The popular sentiment 
that '*Public office is a Public trust’ is 
so sound in policy and so obviously safe 
and wise to follow in practice that it 
has become a fundamental plank of the 
platforms of all parties. Ido not wish 
to appear, therefore, to lay claim to any 
exceptional appreciation of the charac- 
ter of the duties upon the discharge of 
which we euter today, but only to indi- 
cate that I have no light opinion of 
their nature. I believe you will all 
agree with me in the expression of this 
sentiment. 

The conduct of the affairs of a mu- 
vicipality like ours corresponds in my 
opinion in great degree to the manage- 
ment of a lurge business corporation. 
They are considered valuable and capa- 
ble directors of a business enterprise 
who with keen foresight plano for its 
development and safe prosecution, who 
calculate the means at their disposal 
and how best to use them, who choose 
agents, officers and employees to attend 
to the detuils of their business with 
careful regard to their efficiency and 
honesty and who seek to understand 
the public desires and demands and to 
provide for them, Weare the direc- 
tors of this Municipal Corporation for 
the coming year and we cannot do bet- 
ter than, as business men in the exercise 
of our best judgment, to administer the 
affairs of the city and attend to the 
variety of duties which come to us ip 
a business-like manner, always to place 
the needs of the public before our own 
wish or that of any individual, and pub- 
lic welfare before private advantage, to 
bear in mind constantly that we are to 
administer a trust, not to indulge our- 
selves as we please with a gift, 

I propose now to lay before you such 
facts concerning the city’s affairs as 1 
have deemed of importance enough to 
be considered at this time and to make 
a few suggestions concerning some sub- 
jects for your consideration,

In calculating the debt notes given 
in anticipation of taxes are not reck- 
oned, as they are offset by the taxes 
themselves and the net result would be 
the same if they were taken into ac- 
count. 

The proportion of our indebtedness 
to our valuation is less than ever be- 
fore. ‘The latter was, Arsaciliog to the 
Assessors valuation May 1, 1891, $8,- 
918,306. ‘Phe debt is ubout 4.6 per 
cent of the valoation or about one-fifth 
of one percent lower than a year ayo. 

Suly 1, 1892, 8200,000 of Woburn 
Water scrip falls due. It is estimated 
that the Sinking Fund will then amount 
to about $105,000. The Siuking 
Fund Commissioners have hitherto 
purchased $23,000 of water scrip of 
the series of 1893 and $1,000 of the 
series of 1894. ‘Vhese bonds were 
cancelled when purchased as required 
by law and their aggregate $24,000 
must be deducted from $105,000 in 
order to get at the amount of the Sink- 
ing Fund which will be available to 
upply to the payment of $200,000 in 
1892. According to this estimate we 
shall have about $80,000 for this pur- 
pose., ‘Phe balance, $120,00, must be 
provided in some other way. While 
it will not full upon the City Govern- 
ment for 1891 to make this provision 
yet as our financial policy in order to 
be « wise aud intelligent one must 
based not only upon present necessities 
but also future requirements, it is not, 
I think, out of place to say thatin my 
opinion the amount required should be 
raised in accordance with Chap, 133 of 
the Acts of 1882, that is, notes matur- 
ing in successive years should be given, 
and in order to distribute the payment 
of the debt over an extended period I 
suggest that twelve notes of $10,000 
each be issued. ‘Vhis plan appears to 
be especially desirable since the revenue 
from the water works is continually in- 
creasing and has now reached a point 
which renders them self-sustaining, uot- 
withstanding the large amount of inter- 
est which is paid out of the funds of 
that department. 

Water scrip amounting to $400,000 
vow bears interest at the rate of 6 per 
cent, an annual charge on the depuart- 
ment of $24,000, When half of this 
scrip matures in 1892 4 loan can un- 
doubtedly be made on $120,000 not 
provided for by the Sinking Fund, at 4 
per cent or less. ‘The result will be 
that whereas we now pay $12,000 in- 
terest on $200,000 we shall have only 
to pay $4,800 or less ou $120,000 thus 
at once effecting « saving of $7,200 or 
more per annum. Weshall be relieved 
of a part of this interest each year as 
we pay the notes. Every dollar saved 
in interest will increase the net income 
of the department. 

$100,000 of water scrip matures in 
1893 and the balance ($100,000) in 
1894, If the sume course is pursued 
with these amounts as that just indi- 
cated we shall make in each of these 
years saving in interest of $2,000 
and in succeeding years thei futees st will 
be rapidly reduced, A careful estimate 
of expected income from the water 
works in the next few years and the 
reduction interest account on the 
water debt makes it reasonably certain 
that after the first half of the debt ma- 
tures and is provided for in 1892, the 
annual appropriation of $8,500 for the 
Sinking Fund of 1874 will no longer 
be needed and that the water works 

will take care both of the interest ou 
the debt of the department and the debt 
itself as it becomes due, and at the

For all other purposes I consider that 
we should aim, not to appropriate as 
much as we can legally raise by tax- 
ation but rather to bring the total ex- 
penditure as far within that limit as 
we can with regard for the reasonable | 
requirements of the departments.

Woburn’s tax rate should be reduced 
to at least the average of the cities of 
Massachucetts, not simply so that it 
cap be suid that it as at that point, but 
because it is an important advantage | 
to a city and will be to Woburn to 
have taxation moderate.

The following are the statistics for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1890. Whole num- 
bers of books in Library, 27,706; of these 
775 have been added during the Inst year. 
Number of books given out for home use, 
60,958; largest number given out in any 
one day, 585; smallest number 18, on 
Tuesday, Aug. 12, Grand Army week in 
Boston. Of the large numbers of books 
circulated 51,107 are from the classes of 
fiction and juveniles. ‘This may seem a 
very large proportion but when we take into 
account the great number of children who 
come daily to the Library, it will not per- 
haps seem so strange, for the food of a 
child’s mind niust be fiction as well as fact 
and with the number of healthy juvenile 
books flooding the market our American 
boys and girls should stand fully equipped 
for the intellectual battles of life. But 
when supplied with too lavish ahand a child 
is tempted to read too much and the mind 
becomes shrunken from a lack of a-vigor- 
ous stimulant to excite and expand it. 
Children should be freely advised against 


hasty, excessive reading for one book thor- 
oughly digested is better than twenty hur- 
ried through and then as quickly forgotten. 
Our minds grow by what they feed upon; 
the more stimulating and the more elevating 
material we supply them with the stronger 
they will become and as the development 
arrived at through this means of education 
will sooner or later impress its stamp upon 
the thought, energy, and action of the com- 
ing generations so it becomes the guardians 
of the young to give all possible help and 
attention to those nnder their care. 

Just now the “Journal of Sir Walter 
Scott” is creating much interest. It is 
edited by his great granddaughter, Mrs. 
Mary Maxwell Scott. Miss Mary Scott 
married the Hon. Joseph Maxwell and by a 
special act was allowed to take his wife's 
name and thus the family of Scott was saved 
from extinction. Sir Walter began this 
jourual in 1825. The volume was provided 
with a lock and Sir Walter continued the 
practice of writing almost without inter- 
mission until 1832 a few months before his 
death. His first appearance as a writer 
without a name made a new epoch in the 
literature of fiction and before his light all 
others paled, The impulse which Scott's 
worke gave to literature, and the interest 
they awakened, excited all thinking minds 
to new energy and prose fiction became so 
abundant that it is difficult even to take a 
brief few of the distinguished novelists in 
England and France who were his contem- 
poraries or successors. A clear knowledge 
of the great writer is gained from his Jour- 
nal and no one who reads it will fail to ap- 
preciate his great fund of information, He 
was the brightest and most pleasant of com- 
panions; ‘The wealthy courted him and 
the poor blessed him.” 

Mr. Froude portrays for usin his Life of 


Lord Beaconsfield the several stages of his 
career when as a writer in his early lite the 
literary world acknowledged that a new 
atar had appeared, and he became a London 
lion. Asn Member of Parliament he met 
Peel and Canning in debate and then after 
a few years of changing scenes the author 
of Vivian, ‘Tancred and Lothair became 
Prime Minister to the Queen, The author 
says Disracli achieved no marked success 
for his country. He won his way by parlia- 
mentary ability and by a determined resolu- 
tjon to succeed, His chief motiye was am- 
bition. He started ag a soldier of fortune 
and he wou all that bis an bition deemed 
was worth the winning. ilies vanity was 
satisfied with garters and peerages. He 
was English only by adoption, and he never 
completely identified himself with the 
Country which he ruled, 

“Richard Henry Dana,” a biography by 
Charles Francis Adams. Mr, Dana is well 


known to our readers as the author of ‘Two 
Years before the Mast,” a member of the 
Boston bar, a prominent political leader and 
intimately acquainted with distinguished 
men of his time in this country and Karope. 
‘The work, in two volumes, gives views of 
many illustrious persons and sketches of 
many important events, 

“Higher Education of Women in Eu- 
rope” by Helen Lange fs one of a series of 
educational works, This somewhat special 
work is printed because of its interest to 
English-speaking nations which have ad- 
vanced beyond the first steps and engaged 
actively in establishing institutions of vari- 
ous characters for the higher education of 
women. In this matter of female education 
the Editor says we may behold reflected as 
in a mirror the entire movement in all 
countrice and see all of its stages from the 
injitation on ta the njost adyanged line of 
yrogresg. 

‘Phe History of Greek Literature" by 
"Jhomas Sargeant Perry iea large and richly 
illustrated volume, which gives an admira- 
blo abstract of this important subject, and 
the reader can find no other volume in the 
language which gives so good a view of 
Grecian learning, A hundred pages are 
given to Homer, a hundred to Adschylus and 
Sophocles, and nearly a hundred to Merod- 
olus, Socrates, Plato and Aristotle.

“An Interesting Will Case. 


On the first of last November Mra, 
Celende ‘T. Dow, of Woburn, widow of 
Stephen Dow, and daughter of the late 
Abijah Thompson, died, leaving a will 
which bequeathed the bulk of her estate to 
two of her sons and cut off the rest of her 
children and grandchildren with amounts 
ranging from $50 to $1,000.

The name of Ruth Wilson is an 
hovored and familiar name in Burling- 
ton. Many of our people remember 
her and those who do not are accus- 
tomed to hear our citizens frequently 
speak of her generosity to the town and 
the church. Born in Burlington in 
1782, she led a quiet and unassuming 
life and probably no one ever thought 
of her as a woman who was to be a} 
public benefactor. In her youth, like | 
many country girls of that day, she 
went to the city and spent some years 
in domestic service and working in a 
factory. Her earning were carefully | 
saved and invested for her by her em- 
ployer and formed the basis of a snug 
little fortune. 

After several years she went back to 
Burlington and lived in the home of 
her father, leading a retired life, yet 
contented and happy in her sphere of 
duty, enjoying the love and respect of 
her friends and neighbors in her native 
town.

WATER WORKS. 
Anew conduit from the pumping 
station to the reservoir which lias for 


some time been advocated by the offi- 
cers of the department has been put in 
during the latter part of the past year, 
wnd water has been pumped into the 
reservoir through it for about three 
weeks, ‘Phe estimated expense of the 
improvement was $6,000, and nw loan 
for that sum was effected. ‘The ex- 
peuses have however, vot reached that 
limit and a balanee of about S800° re- 
mains tuexpended, ‘Phe new 
is working to the perfect satisfaction 
of the officials. There has not yel 
been an opportunity to observe what 
effect the change will have on the 
quality of the water, particularly with 
reference to the growth of algw in the 
reservoir. Another summer will 
demonstrate whether this difficulty has 
been obviated, It is apparent now that 
the water is clearer than before. Water 
has hitherto been pumped directly into 
the mains or into the reservoir through 
the same main in which, when the 
pumps were not working it flowed to 
the city. By this method litthe oppor- 
tunity was furnished for circulation in 
the reservoir and the water remained 
comparatively stagnant in upper or 
westerly end. ‘The outlet of the new 
supply pipe is near this upper end 
through astandpipe at about high water 
miurk.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The appropriation for the Fire De- 
partinent in L890 was $10,000, The 
expenses have been kept within the 
total of this amount and $1546.03, the 
unexpended balance of 1889, There 
will be no unusual demand from the 
department for funds in the coming 
year and the same appropriation with 
the wnexpended balance and receipts 
will probably Le sufficient for its needs. 

The basis of organization of the 
departinenut remains the same as a year 
ago. 

‘Two tests, which was made 
without the slightest knowledge on the 
part of any member of the depart- 
ment that it was to occur have recently 
demonstrated that) the several com- 
panies respond with promptness and 
speed to calls us well as that, while 
there is a natural rivalry among them, 
yet all ave united and interested in the 
important work which they must stand 
ready to perform.

ARMORY, 


An agreement binding on the eity 
las been entered into for the purchase 
of alot of Jand from the Winn estate 
in the rear of the High Schoolhouse on 
which to erect au Armory, ‘The Com- 
inittee who negotiated the purchase 
were led to make this selection, aside 
from the availability of the site, in 
order that a proper place for drilling 
by the High School Battalion might be 
provided near the schoolhouse, thus 
supplying better accommodation and at 
the same time remoring the exercise 
from the High School Hall. It is ex- 
pected that before long the City will be 
called upon to borrow enough money 
to pay for the land and the Armory to 
be erected on it. No plans for the 
Armory lave as yet been prepared and 
its cost is not estimated, The City is 
by law required to furnish the militia 
suitable accommodations. "The build- 
ing now occupied is not large enough 
for the Company and it is needed for 
other purposes to which its adapted. 
I therefore recommend action by you 
which shall provide for the ere 
the new Armory. When this is com- 
pleted and occupied it will be probable 
and appurently advisable to transfer the 
Middlesex Fourth District Court and 
the Police Headquarters to the preseat 
Armory, thus relieving City Hall and 
making room for some departments and 
officials not suitably accommodated,

How to read so us to obtain the best 
results is almost a science, and is ac- 
quired only after patient and persistent 
effort. Goethe once said: ‘I have 
been fifty years trying to learn how to 
read, and I have not learned yet.” 

Thomas W. Higginson tells of a 
girl who read ‘dutifully and torpidly 
whatever was set before her,”’ but she 
forgot every page as soon as read. 
He advised her to read one chapter a 
day, and compel her mind to ask one 
question on eyery chapter. A young 
man applied to Charles O’Conor for 
advice read.

Mr. David Gould Converse. 

Since the death of Mr. David G. 
Converse, which was announced in our 
issue of Jan. 2, we have learned some 
facts which we think will interest those 
who must have known him well for 
many years, 

Mr. Converse was born in Woburn, 
Nov. 18, 1820. ‘The house is still 
standing and is occupied by the florist 
whose greenhouses are not far from the 
Railroad station at Bader & Adam- 
son’s works near the Stoneham line. 


He was descended from three of the | 


oldest families in this locality; from 
Edward Converse on his father’s side, 
and from Samuel Richardson ou his 
mothers side, both original founders 
und settlers of the’ town of Woburn. 
He was also a descendant through his 
paternal grandmother, from the Gould 
fumily of Stoneham, made famous by 
the murder and robbery of which it 
was the victim many years ayo.” 

Mr. Converse was named David 
Gould for his great uncle, one of the 
survivors of that murderous assault 
und robbery. From this relative, 
David Gould, Mr. Converse received 
a small legacy of a few hundred dollars, 
which came into his possession at his 
majority. This was prudently loaned 
in accordance with the advice ol a skilful 
financier, a uative of Woburn long 
since passed away. Such was the be- 
ginning of Mr. Converse’s long and 
successful business career, 

He was a man of unquestioned in- 
tegrity, whose word was as good as 
bond, He never eusnared men that he 
might profit by their necessities, nor 
exacted his dues with cruelty or oppres- 
sion. While pursuing his own calling 
he liked best to help those who were 
earvest in their efforts to help them- 
selves. Many can bear testimouy to 
the value of his helping hand ungrudg- 
ingly given in times of business stress. 

Mr. Converse was simple in his 
manners and did not seek notoriety. 
His many benefactious were so mude 
that few except the recipients knew of 
them, and now that he is gone some 
will certainly miss a kind friend in 
time of need. His public bequests, of 
which we spoke last week, show that 
he was not unmindful of the benefits 
which came to him, in common with 
every other citizen, from the chureh, 
philanthropic aud municipal organiza- 
tions of our city. His success was the 
reward of integrity, intelligence and a 
wise economy.

Tobacco. 

Epiron Wonurs Jourxat :—Your 
issue of Dec. 26, announces the fact 
that Mayor Johnson has made an 
effort to suppress tobacco smoke in the 
Municipal Building during business 
hours. 

To a Woman who hates tobacco— 
emphatically hates it whether indulged 
in as smoke,” ‘snuff’ or ‘chew’ — 
this effort on the part of Mayor John- 
son seems the crowning glory of his 
highly honorable administration of 
public duties since he became the 
Mayor of Wobnrv. 

‘Taxes, water rates and other matters 
of business compel women to go to 
that building. Often the question has 
arisen in the mind of the writer: 
What right have the men who as- 
semble there for the adjustment of 
matters relating to the inhabitants of 
the city, to indulge themselves in filthy 
habits that defile the atmosphere, 
rendering it sickening and detestable 
for others to encounter who ure com- 
pelled to go to the various offices? 
Non-compliance with legal demand for 
taxes subjects the individual to suit-at- 
law or process that disgraces reputa- 
tion. 

And yet, till this out-spoken gallantry 
on the part of Mayor Johsnon, women 
have been obliged to endure the in- 
fliction and wait before officinis in an 
atmosphere loaded with the footid fumes 
of tobacco. ‘To many it is not merely 
offensive but seriously injurious to 
health, 

Men do the voting that establishes 
men in the public offices. Men demand 
of women the same prompt payment of 
taxes that is required of men. But, is 
it fair, is it in keeping with gentlemanly 
department, to subject women to con- 
tact with the vile odor that emanates 
from tobacconized breaths and smoke? 
Praise, emphatic praise, is due Mayor 
Johnson for having assailed the Protean 
vice, even at this late day in his official 
power. May the succeeding Mayor 
follow the lead of Mayor Johnson till 
all public offices and thoroughfares shall 
be freed trom the effects of tobacco, so 
that clearly people who despise it may 
be spared exposure and annoyance. 

The revival ofan old fashioned edict, 
if in force to-day, would enhance the 
moral and physical interests of thou- 
sands who are now being victimized by 
the curse of tobacco. ‘The men of our 
city have deliberately licensed the sale 
of rum—by many declared ‘the way 
to enrich the ‘Treasury.’’ Gladly 
women would see ‘the ‘Treasury en- 
riched” by the following becoming, like 
license, a city law: 


‘*TOBACKO,”’ 

‘¢fforasmuch as it is observed, that 
many abuses are crept in, and com- 
mitted, by frequent taking of tobacko: 

‘It is ordered by the authority of 
this Courte, that no person under the 
age of twenty-one years, nor any other, 
that hath not already accustomed him- 
self to the use thereof, shall tuke any 
tobacko, until hee hath brought a cer- 
tificate under the hands of some who 
are approved for knowledge and skill 
in phisick, that it is useful for him, and 
allso, that hee hath received a lycense 
from the courte, for the same. And 
for the regulating of those, who either 
by theire former taking it, have, to 
theire owne apprehensions, made it 
necessary to them, or uppon due advice, 
ure pursuaded to the use thereof. It is 
ordered 

‘That no man within this colonye, 
after the publication hereof, shall take 
any tobacko publiquely, in the streett, 
highways, or any barne yardes, or 
uppon training dayes, in any open 
places, under the penalty of six-pence 
for each offence against this order, in 
any the particulars thereof, to bee paid 
without gainesaying, uppon coxviction, 
by the testimony of one witness, that 
is without just exception, before any 
one magistrate. 

‘And the constables in the severall 
townes, are required to make present- 
ment to each perticular courte, of such 
as they doe understand, and can evict 
to bee transgressors of this order.” 

When the above becomes a City law, 
in Woburn (?) and necessary to pro- 
cure ‘'a certificate under the hands of 
some who are npproved for knowledge 
and skill in phisick” it is to be hoped 
the Dr. who is so enslaved by the 
smoke hnbit that he indulged in the pet 
sin while waiting in the vestibule of a 
church for his wife to put on her wraps 
after an evening entertainment, will 
not be Chairman of the Board for 
granting the certificates. ‘*Fair play” 
would appoint from the other side.

Tumble Weeda Stopped the Train,

eighteen inches to two feet in height, 
having a smal) root and the branches 
all curving inward at the top, giving 
the full grown weed a globular shape. 
These weeds grow and flourish on sum 
mer fallowed lands in parts of eastern 
Oregon, and especially along the line 
of the Oregon and Washington Ter 
ritory railroad between Hunt's June 
tion and Pendleton, In the fall, when 
the summer fallow is seeded, the har 
rows tear up these weeds, but as they 
are tough and wiry and are not broken 
up much they lie around on the fields 
like balls. 

The first wind starts the balls rolling, 
and away they go for the first fence or 
railroad cut. The line above men 
tioned is not fenced, and some time ago 
these weeds piled into the cuts on it 
about Helix, in some places as high as

A very interesting exhibition by the 
Woburn Fanciers Clab closed at Lyceum 
Hall last Friday after a three days session 
The chief promoters of the exhibition, 
which included President E. F. Wyer of 
the Club, Secretary M. W. True, and 
many prominent citizens, were highly 
pleased with its success, and were also 
strongly encouraged to go on with their 
plans for making the Club's show in Woburn 
a fixed and permanent thing, ‘The result of 
this year’s effort would seem to justify such 
a step. 

The exhibition was made up of a very 
large number of splendid birds of all kinds. 
The judges, old and experienced fowl 
fanciers, snid it was the best they had seen 
both as to numbers and quality of in 
dividuals.

The ire, we beg leave to express some reasons 
why this request should not be granted, 

First—That the public is interested in this official 
statement on the partofthe teachers of the merits of | 
their schools, is attested by the large audience which 
is nonually drawn together on this occasion. 

But it is contended that the writing of an essay is 
not a troe example of one's ability, ae it is said to 
be largely the work of the teachers, but the falsity 
of this claim can be proved easily by a large nom 
ber of past graduates; bat that the writing and de 
livery of an essay is the best example of the abilitys 
of the author is evident from the fact that it is the 
course pursued by the leading colleges and schools 
of this lnud. 

Tt hus also been brought forward that the many 
individtal expenses for a graduation can be used to 
better advantage, but we have ascertained from past 
graduates that the outlay, outside of class photo 
graphs, need be botlitte more than would ordina 
rily be spent at that time of the year, 

Furthemore, it is urged that the time spent in 
preparing for a graduation might be better em- 
ployed, but we know, from three years experience, 
that the regular recigutions are held to the last day 
and that in previous years not only have gradua 
tions been held but also all wishing to enter colleges 
have successfully passed their examinations, oe. 
curring within a few days of the graduation. 

Finally, itis claimed that itis unfairthat all should 
not be permitted to take part if they wished, but, 
while it is natural that those who, throagh inditfer 
ence and poor scholarship, have failed to reach the 
necessary stuidurd, should wish to avoid a publie 
exposure of the fact, itis but justice to the others 
that the public should live an opportunity to see 
how well they have made use of the advantages or 
education offered by this city. 

Therefore we pray that our honorable body will 
decide that the class of 01 hold graduating exer 
cises, and that you will give instructions and make 
the appropriations customary for such an occasion,

An Interesting Document. 

Sherman Converse, Esq., of Salem street, 
in this city, took the Federal census of Wo- 
burn, Stoneham, Reading, No. Reading and 
So.

He was born in 1810, and 
there are are only eight natives of this city 
whose age exceeds his. ‘These are: Mr. 
Jonathan ‘Tidd, Mr. Rufus Poole, Mr. 
Henry Thompson, Mr. Waltor Wyman, Mr. 
Elijah Wyman, Mr. J. G. Flagg, and Mr. 
Jacob Wright. 

Some of the interesting items from Mr. 
Jonverse’s census report are these: In Wo- 
burn there were, in that year (1860) 1148 
dwelling houses; 1482 families; 6288 in- 
habitants, 3082 of whom were males, 3206 
were females, being 126 more females than 
males, and an average of 5 5-11 individuals 
to each house, while the average in the 
three Readings and Stoneham was 5} to 
eace house. 

There were on June 1 (1860) 1469 foreign 
residents in Woburn. Mr. Converse found 
that the ratio of children born of foreigners 
was about 9 to 16, which gave for the for- 
eigners and their children in Woburn a 
population of 2300, being a little over one- 
third of the whole number. 

The number of deaths in the three Read- 
ings, Stoneham and Woburn during the 
year ending Jan. 1, 1860, was 193, viz.: 
No. Reading, 11; Reading, 49; So. Read- 
ing, 49; Stoneham, 83; Woburn, 51. This

There were 42 oxen, 882 cows and 50 
horses in Woburn on Jan. 1, of that year. 

The oldest male inhabitant was Jesse 
Converse, who was 95 on Feb. 9, 1765 
The oldest female was Molly Richardson 
who was 96 years old. There was but one 
old maid in Woburn and she owned up fair 
and square to the ‘soft impeachment.” She 
was 63 when the census-taker made his offi- 
cial call on her, but was not pressed to tell 
the month she was born in. All the other 
maidens of the town being less than 60 
years of age did not come within category 
of ‘told maids.” 

‘There were six twin daughters in one 
family in Woburn, In Stoneham, Mr. Con- 
Verse says in his report, he found one child 
deaf, dumb and foolish; in No. Reading, a 
girl who had but one eye; anda cousin of 
hers of the same age, a boy leaving only a 
few roads from her, with two thumbs on 
one hand. 

The town of Woburn, Mr. Converse 
found, lind gained in the preceding 10 years, 
since 1850, 2334 inhabitants, and was still 
in @ progressive way. 

This census was taken 30 years ago, since 
which date great changes have come about 
in the towns comprising Mr, Converse’s 
census district.

The Census of Massachusetts. 


The Census Bureau has issued a bulletin 
giving in detail the population of Massa- 
chusetts by counties, cities, towns and 
wards, according to the official count of the 
returns of the eleventh census as finally de- 
termined. The population as returned in 
1880 is also given for purposes of compari- 
son. The population of the State for 1890 
is 2,238,943, an increase of 455,853, or 26.57 
per cent since 1880, the population at that 
time being 7,783,085. The following sum- 
mary by counties is presented, showing in 
addition the population for 1890 the number 
and percentage of increase during the de- 
cade. The largest percentages of increase 
are shown in the counties of Middlesex, 
Bristol and Hampden, the percentages being 
35.66, 34.11 aud 80.32 respectively, ‘The 
counties of Barnstable and Nantucket show 
a decrease, while the increase in Dakes 
county has been very slight.

‘I'he increase during the 
decade for these 47 cities and towns is there- 
fore 403,941, or 34.68 per cent., the per 
centage of increase for the entire State be- 
ing 25 57, as previously stated. ‘The popu- 
lution of the twenty-five cities of the Com- 
monwealth is 1,827,164, the population in 
1880 being 989,024, and the increase during 
the decade 388,140, or 34.19 per cent.

Roys Weaving Carpets in India, 

Woe passed through an archway into 
A large, deserted inclosure full of rub 
bish heaps, and having a deep colon- 
nade of mud bricks running all round. 
Under this were erected rude looms, of 
which there must have been over fifty, 
but only six were being worked, owing 
to trade being slack. 

The carpets were most beautiful in 
color and design, all intended for the 
London market. We saw one, measur: 
ing 12 feet by 10, which was nearly fin 
ished. Six little boys, varying in age 
from 8 to 11 years, were working it, 
while one of them read out the pattern 
from a slip of paper, Their small, 
brown fingers worked so nimbly, knot 
ting on the various colored wools and 
cutting off the ends with a knife, that 
one could hardly see what they were 
doing. It seemed amazing that such 
young boys could have attained such 
dexterity. Their pay is from eight to 
twelve shillings a month. 

We were told that they could make 
a carpet of the size they were then 
working in one month, so that the 
actual cost of the making would be 
about £3, and as the carpet would sell 
for over £13, there must be a handsome 
profit over and above the cost of the 
wool and the interest on capital sunk.

The Woburn Equal Suffrage League, 


One of the most important meetings which 
the above named associations haa ever held 
waa that of last Monday evening at Concert 
Itall, Tt was one of great interest to all 
present, for it wasn service lovingly ren- 
dered to the memory of Mra. Barna Patnam 
Kelley, a prominent member of the League 
and for along time ite honored President, 
whose death occurred on Mareh 14, 1890, 
at her home in thia city. A large assembly 
of people witnessed and listened to the Tit 
erary and musical exercises, and it is safe 
to say that many eyes were moistened with 
tears at one stage or another of the services 
that night. 

It was the fourth anniversary of the or- 
ganization of the League, the existence of 
which was largely due to the interest of 
Mra. Kelley inthe subject of female euf- 
frage and her efforts to bring into useful 
activity the quite widely defused sentiment 
in favor of that Worthy cause among the 
higher and more intelligent classes of ladies 
in this community, There-were misgivings 
on the part of some of the leas conrageous 
that the League might prove a failure ina 
community which, like ones, waa so gener: 
ally given to conservative thought and 
methods; but there were brave spirits 
among them In whose vocabulary no such 
word as fail could be found, and by these a 
permanent organization was perfected some- 
thing over four years ago and has been kept 
in a flourishing condition ever since. 

Always hopeful and brave, Mrs. Kelley 
led the van in the work of organization, 
and was made the League's first President, 
a position which she filled, by the unani 
mous voice of the members, continuously 
from the day on which the association was 
launched to the day of her death. She 
possessed characteristics which fitted her in 
a happy and peculiar manner for the honor. 
able and responsible position of chief officer 
of the League, a fact which the members 
fully appreciated and were swift to recog- 
nize by repeatedly and unanimously re- 
electing her to fill it as long as she lived. 
Her manner and way of dealing with things 
always inspired confidence in others, and in 
every moral, intellectual or political move- 
mentin which she engaged while in lite 
und vigorous health she was always brought 
o the front by the necessities of the situa- 
tion and proclaimed a leader into whose 
service it was alwaye safe to enlist, and un- 
der whose guidance and direction the suc- 
cess of nny good Cause was assured. 

The League were loyal to their President 
always. Tler ideas and schemes for the ad- 
vancement of the cause of female suffrage 
were ndopted with alacrity and without dis- 
sent. Hers was the master mind, and her 
high intellectual gifts, ber culture, her 
sweet amiability of temper, her deep con- 
scientiousness and love of truth and honesty, 
her clear perceptions and rare judgment, 
het fine executive ability and impartial treat- 
ment of those under her command—these 
are a few of the many graces of intellect 
and heart which so amply and peculiarly 
fitted Mrs. Kelley for the head of movements 
for the political amelioration of her sex, and 
made her the leading, guiding spiritin such 
reforms. 

So, naturally, Mrs. Kelley was elected 
first President of the Woburn Suffrage 
League, and just as naturally no other 
member was thought of to take her place 
while she lived. She believed in the cause 
of female suffrage with her whole heart. 
She was its enthusiastic and honest cham- 
pion whenever its principles were agsniled 
in her presence or were in danger of being 
wbused. She did not fear to stand by her 
colors, although, being modest, naturally 
retiring, and possessed of good sense, she 
would be the last to thrust her opinions into 
unwilling ears, and had she possessed the 
assurance of some of her co-workers, and 
as little modesty, she would, as an advocate 
of female suffrage, in point of intellect, 
culture, reffnement—as an orator, poet and 
literary champion--have stood head and 
shoulders above many of the most noted of 
her sex engaged in the work. But Mrs 
Kelley was modest, unassuming, self-for- 
getting, and that was one of the reasons 
why she was loved so warmly and truly by 
all who knew her, and especially by the 
Suffrage League of this city. 

Tt had been the intention of the League 
since the death of their worthy and greatly 
beloved President to hold a special meeting 
at which to do honor to her memory. At 
firstan early day for such memorial services 
was thought best, but subsequent reflection 
seemed to favor the date of the anniveragary 
of the organization of the League for them, 
and such was the final decision. ‘The mem- 
bers were all of one mind in this, that the 
services should be made worthy of the oc- 
casion, and an honor to the memory of the 
cherished dead. It should be a formal 
memorial meeting, to be participated in’ by 
the best talents of the society, and to con- 
stitute the fairest page in its” history. 
The occasion and subject were worth the 
best intellectual efforts of the many gifted 
ladies of the League, and no pains should 
be spared in making it an occasion worthy 
of long remembrance by all concerned, as 
well as by the friends and family of the sub- 
ject of the memorial offerings. 

To this end parts were assigned in sucha 
way that a programme similar to the follow- 
ing was the outcome. Each part, although 
finished, complete, perfect as a single com- 
position, was really a portion of the whole 
piece of fine literary mosaic into which it 
fitted with the exactness of the most labored 
design and careful workmanship. ‘The es- 
sayists wielded their pens freely and with- 
out regard to the character ot the composi- 
tions of others—with but slight knowledge 
of them even—and yet there was an appro- 
priateness about each and a blending of the 
whole that was really remarkable, and 
greatly enhanced the pleasure of the hun- 
dreds of delighted listeners present. It was 
indeed atrange that in treating the subject 
from so many different standpoints, in dis: 
cussing so many and varied hyman charac- 
teristics, in dealing with facts and fancies 
and emotions so liberally, there should have 
been produced such an harmonious whole, 
one in which no jarring or discordant notes 
were heard, a perfect production seemingly 
the work of a single hand and brain.

R. Hudsons A Woman Among Women by 
Miss Jennie KB. Skinner; Her Work in the 
Woman's Club by Mra. Lucy KE. B. Con- 
verso; ‘The Lesson of Her Life and Death 
by Mrs. Frances W. Hill; Hymn, ‘Immor- 
tal Love, Forever Pall” (music by Mrs, 
Kelley) sung by Mrs. Ella C. Luce; Her

Concert Hall was beautifully and appro- 
priately decorated for the occasion. It was 
the work of Mra. Hovey, the well known 
and popular florist of this gity, and her best 
skill and taste were displayed in the choice 
and arrangements of Howers and plants for 
beautifying the suene of the important 
event, A perfect and exquisitely finished 
crayon portrait of Mra. Kelley (to honor 
whose memory and to pay tributes to her 
superior worth the League's meeting was 
held) by Albert Thompson, the eminent 
painter, hung on the wall in a pure white 
frame from one corne of which depended 
a large bunch of what one lady called 
heavenly roses and ground and over the 
whole were spread the mast delicate yines 
and feathery foliage, Never were such 
roses seen before, and the vines were a 
marvelof beauty, But the face that looked 
out from its white frame frompbeneath these 
floral and leafy adornments was far fairer 
and sweeter than the roses and vines that 
enowiped if, ft was i perfect likeness of 
Mrs. Kelley gs she Jooked in life gud bloom 
ing health and it may well Be ipagined that 
it attracted a great deal af jotive from those 
who knew the original and especially if she 
was counted among their list of friends 
On the stage and around the speaker's desk 
were profusely scattered ferns and flowers, 
aud the decorations of the whole interior 
gaye evidenge of gure, flue taste, and excel 
lent judgment. 

Martha Sewall Curtis presided at the 
meeting and was the Jeader in making the 
memorial addresses, ae will be seen by the 
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skeleton programme printed above Her 
was Mra. Kelley, Her Life Work, 
and more eloquent utterances were seldom 
if ever delivered to the meniory of any one, 
certainly not to the menory of anyone not 
of national world-wide celebrity. The 
silence that pervaded the room while the 
speaker poured out her burning words and 
impassioned periods was almost perceptible 
to the toneh, ‘There was a solemn hush 
that conld be felt while every eye wan 
turned on the eloquent speaker and every 
ear turned to eateh her ringing words of 
love and praise and devotion to the memory 
of the dead friend and leader whose name 
they have all met together to honor Mar 
tha Sewall Curtis is the State Lecturer of 
the State Equal Sulfrage League and most 
happily is she adapted to that kind of work, 
No tribute to Mrs. Kelley's memory left a 
deeper impression on the minds of the hear- 
ers than hers, 

Mra. B. A. Stearns was the next Indy 
to present ler offerings of love to the mem- 
ory of the former President of the League. 
Hler subject was Mra, Kelley's First Inter- 
estin Equal Saffrage, in whieh her mind's 
workings on the subject of female suffrage 
from the early period inher life when her 
thoughts first turned in that direction up to 
her latest hour in which she was permitted 
to serve the cause she cherished so warmly 
were crcimly and intelligently discussed, 
Mrs. Steans's fine presence on the platform 
commands attention and her fresh, original 
thoughts, clothed in languave at once, sim- 
ple, pure and eloquent, rivetted the atien- 
tion of the audience and commanded warm 
and universal approval, Mrs. Stearns is a 
lady who would hide her talents in a napkin 
rather than let her light shine out in the 
face of the world, but she has rich literary 
gilts, a well cultivated mind, and is regarded 
as one of the main pillars of the female 
suffraze cause in this city. 

A thoughtful essay was Christian Women 
in Politics by Miss Ida A.C Jacobs, Assist- 
ant Principal of the Woburn High School, 
who followed Mrs. Stearns in paying heart- 
felt tribute to the worth of the late lamented 
President of the League, It was a composi- 
tion which commanded the undivided atten- 
tion of the meeting, and deserved a promi- 
nent place among the many able and elo- 
quent productions listened to from the plat- 
form during the eyening. 

Then there were personal tributes—that 
is to say tributes to the charming personal 
characteristics of the dear woman whom 
everybody loved so well. Miss Susan I 
Edyell, a warm intimate friend of the de- 
ceased, said: ‘Ladies, our friend, Mrs. 
Kelley, had her faults. She was human, 
and all humanity have them, But, al- 
though Mrs. Kelley had faults they were so 
microscopic that her most intimate associ- 
ates even failed to discover them.” ‘hat 
sentiment, spoken in Miss Edgell's peculiar- 
ly dignified and graceful manner, was cor- 
dially assented to by all who heard it. An- 
other personal tribute of rare merit: was 
embodied in a carefully composed paper by 
Mrs. Samuel Jjeeds which was read in im- 
pressive styleand voice by Mrs. Delia A. 
Clarke, and waa received by the audience 
with unmistakable tokens of approval. 

Miss Hannah R. Hudson's contribution 
to the literary exercises of the evening was 
a beautiful original poem written expressly 
forthe time and the occasion. Miss Hud- 
son's poetical productions in leading maga- 
zines of the country have given her a liter- 
ary standing of which the people here in 
her home may well be proud.

A portrait of Talleyrand in his youth 
is the appropriate frontispiece of the 
February Century, in which is given a 
very full nud interesting instalment of 
extracts from the ‘Talleyrand Memoirs 
(begun in the January number).

Then comes 
Talleyrand’s apology for supporting 
Bonaparte, followed by a number of 
anecdotes of Bonaparte, and including 
un account of his meeting with Goethe 
and Wieland. 

The California series reaches the 
discovery of gold, an uccount of which 
is given by John S. Hittell, Esq., ac-

in the diary of H. W. Bigler (one of 
the party of discovery), which fixes 
beyond peradventure the date of the 
discovery as the 24th of January, 1848, 
instead of the 19th, as still celebrated 
by the pioneer society.

How to Make Aluminum, 

There is probably no other metal the 
usefulness of which is so extensive 
aluminum, and yet its practical utility 
has been successfully demonstrated 
only very recently.

tion has always prevented its coming 
into general use. Electricity has, how- 
ever, come to the rescue in this, as in 
somany other departments of indus 
try, and by itsageney aluminuin is now 
produced at such alow cost that it bids 
fair to supersede iron and steel in many 
instances, 

Aluminum exists nature in the 
form of an oxide refractory in’ its 
character as to make reduction in any 
ordinary furnace impossible, und the 
only means which have found 
available for its reduction on a com 
mercial scale is electrolysis, ‘The pas: 
of the electric current has the ef 
feet of separating the pure metal from 
its surrounding impurities, and the 
economy of the process compared with 
the methods heretofore employed is re 
markable.--New York Telegrain,

Harvesting with the rude implements | 


was a scene, Tmagine three or four 
hundred wild Indians in a grain fleld 
armed, with siekles, some with 
butcher knives, some with pieces of 
hoop iron roughly fashioned into shapes 
like sickles, butimany having only their 
hands with which to gather by small 
handfuls the dry and brittle grain; 
and, as their hands would soon be- 
some sore, they resorted to dry willow 
sticks, which were split to afford a 
siarper edge with which to sever the 
stvaw. But the wildest part was the 
threshing. The harvest of weeks, 
sometimes of a month, was piled up in 
the straw in the form of a huge mound 
in the middle of a high, strong, round 
corral; then three or four hundred wild 
horses were turned in to thresh it, the 
Indians whooping to make them run 
faster, 

Suddenly they would dash in before 
the band at full speed, when the mo 
tion became reversed, with the effect 
of plowing up the trampled straw to 
the very bottom, In an hour the grain 
would be thoroughly threshed and the 
dry straw broken almost into chaff. In 
this manner I have seen 2,000 bushels 
of wheat threshed in a single hour, 
Next came the winnowing, which would 
often take another month, It could 
only be done when the wind was blow- 
ing, by throwing high into the air 
shovelfuls of grain, straw and chaff, 
the lighter materials being wafted to 
one side, while the grain, comparative- 
ly clean, would descend and form a 
heap by itself. In this manner all the 
grain in California was cleaned, At 
that day no such thing as a fanning 
null had ever been brought to this 
coast. —Gen. Bidwell in Century.

A very large 
share of the charges made by landlord 
Bowers in this ancient ledger are flip” 
and ‘*tode” bought by the traveling 
public, the townsfolk, and especially 
by the **selectmen of Billerica,” who, 
it seems, had a strong propensity for 
this tipple all through his tavern-keep- 
ing days. Itis nearly all charged in

The Spot for A Hospital. 


There has been considerable talk 
of late respecting the founding’ of a 
hospital in this city and no small degree 
of interest has beeu engendered by the 
discussion. ‘The weight of opixion 
appears to be largely in favor of the 
plan and also for action on it at an 
early day. ; 

In view of the strong probability of 
opening a hospital here in the near 
future, perhaps the JournaL will be 
pardoned for suggesting a site for it in 
advance of others. Looking the matter 
all over, and after consulting with some 
prominent gentlemen of the city, the 
JournaL has settled, by a large 
majority, in favor of the homestead of 
Mrs. Susan ‘T. Converse on Sherman 
Place, on the eastern outskirt of Wo- 
burn Centre. The place contains about 


12 acres—none too much—and can be 
bought, so report says, at a fair price. 
The buildings might easily be re- 
modelled for hospital’ purposes and 
make good ones. 

The location is one of the most 


elevated and beautiful, and commands 
the widest and most varied views, of 
any spot in the city. Reading, Stone- 
ham, No. Woburn are .seen from the 
windows of Mrs. Converse’s residence, 
and the finest glimpses of the Centre 
are gathered from the grounds around 
the buildings 

A street might be extended from the 
present terminus of the one running 
from Montvale Ave. nearly to the 
home of Mrs. Converse, to Salem St., 
near Mr. O. I. Bryant's, thus giving 
patients for the hospital the benefit of 
the street cars in going to it

Russell last Wednesday for Judye of 
the Fourth District Court of Eastern 
Middlesex, vice Judge Converse, re- 
signed, was born in Woburn, Oct. 22 
1856. He is descended from 


the 
famous Capt. Edward Johnson, who 


was chairman of the first Board of 
Selectmen of Woburn. With the ex- 
ception of Capt. Edward and his son, 
all of Judge Johnson's ancestors were 
born, lived and died in Woburn. Mr. 
Johnson attended the public schools of 
Woburn, graduating from the High 
school in 1874. He was graduted from 
Harvard in 1878, and spent nearly a 
year travelling in Kurepe, Entering 
Harvard Law School in 1879, he was 
graduated in 1882, having been ad- 
mitted to the Suffolk bar a year pre- 
viously, In 1882 he was appointed 
Clerk of the Fourth District Court, 
which position he held six years. In 
1887 he was elected Town ‘Treasurer 
und was re-elected to the same position 
in 1888. 

Woburn held its 
election under a city form of goveru- 
ment in December, 1888, and Mr. 
Jobnson was elected its first Mayor by 
n majority of 597 over the regular 
Democratic candidate. This is remark- 
able because of the fact that Woburn 
is, and has been for years, Democratic. 
Mr. Johnson received the nomination 
of both parties for Mayor in 1889, and 
was elected practically without any op- 
position. ‘The Democratic indorse- 
ments secured by Mr. Johuson for the 
judgeship were the strongest that could 
possibly be presented to the Governor.

for Agecd Women, 

The year has just closed must be regarded 
as one which has brought to the Home great 
peace, with present and prospective pros- 
perity. And first in regard to the inmates 
for whom we labor, and whose welfare and 
happiness is the sole reason for our exist- 
ance as an Institution, we can report to the 
public who sustains them, a year of almost 
uninterrupted health of body and mind. 
There are at present in the Home ten ladies 
whose average age is seventy-nine and four 
fifths years, and yet who have, with two ex- 
ceptions, been able to come to the table 
nearly every day in the year, the exceptions 
being two ladies who have suffered from 
difficulties they have been subject to, and 
who are now comparatively well. Such a 
record of health can, I think, hardly be 
equalled in any family of that size, at any 
age inthe city. ‘To our faithful Matron is 
largely due the peace and quietness which 
prevails, and to her consideration for their 
infirmaties, and the cgre and attenion which 
such infirmities require, isto a great extent 
the reason of their health and contentment. 
We would not forget to mention the faithful 
Assistant who is always to kind and atten- 
tive in illness and so patient and trust- 
worthy atalltimes. In visiting and hearing 
reports from other Homes there is seldom 
one where all the conditions are so satisfac- 
tory as with us. Weare very sorry to re- 
port the loss from the Board of Trustees ot 
our faithful adviser and friend Mr. E. W. 
Hudson, whose resignation was received in 
June. We have also to record with sorrow 
the death of one of our most devoted 
friends and one of the Managers of the 
Home, Mrs, Celende T. Dow, who passed 
away after a long tedious illness November 
Ist, Though confined to her room for many 
months she never forgot the Home, and 


looked forward with interest to every 
monthly meeting of which she always de- 
sired a full report. During her life she en- 
riched the Home with many valuable gifts 
aud left itin her will the handsome legacy 
of two thousand dollars. ‘The same officers 
have served another year. 

The vacancies caused by the death of 
Mrs. Wyman, and the resignation of Mrs. 
Goddard were filled by the choice of Mrs, 
L. T. True and Mrs. S. A. Trull. 

darly in the year Mr. Sanuel EH. Leathe 
of St. Louis communicated to the Trustees 
his willingness to pay to them the legacy 
left by his sister Miss Ruth M. Leathe if 
they would take the Pierce property, so 
talled, on Plympton street ata valuation of 
five thousand dollars.

Woman’s Club. 


A special meeting of the Woburn Wo- 
man’s Club was held on Wednesday after- 
noon, Feb. 4. 

The speaker in whose honor the meeting 
had been called was Mrs. Helen Campbell 
the author of many books illustrative of the 
life of working girls and women. ‘The 
“Prisoners of Poverty” and the “Prisoners 
of Poverty Abroad” are among the most 
generally known of her works. 

From 2.30 until 3 an informal reception 
was held that the nembera might take by 
the hand one who has worked so arduously 
and nobly for the amelioration of the condi- 
tion of the poor and laboring classes of girls 
and women, 

Mrs. Cumpbell’s paper, proper, began 
with the condition of working women, and 
their relation to the businees world fifty 
years ago. 

She traced women’s growth in the struggle 
for independent maintenance and the in- 
crease of occupations and trades for women 
from 1840 to the present time; and she gave 
many statistics from the labor bureaus of 
our country. After the close of the paper, 
Mrs. Campbell continued by giving us the 
history of the ‘Consumer's League” of New 
York whose constitution was adopted only 
four weeks ago, and which is an outgrowth 
of a society of the same name in London, 
England. 

We learned many interesting facts con- 
cerning the Century Club Guild of Philadel- 
phia and the work it is accomplishing for 
women, 


The last regular meeting of the Woburn 
Woman's Club was held on Friday, Feb. 6, 
when Rey. E. G. Porter of Lexington gave 
& most delightful account of his recent 
travels in Japan, ‘This talk had all the de- 
light of vivid personal impressions, ‘The 
many amusing incidents of travel, the cus- 
tome which impress a stranger as ludicrous 
because unfamiliar, the simple yet unique 
mode of life, the characteristics of the peo- 
ple and scenery, the forms of religion and 
the system of education were all most 
graphically treated. 

One felt as though one had, in reality, 
beheld the sights aad heard the eounds 
which Mr. Porter so vividly depicted. Mr.

In 1837 the first practical telegraph 
was worked in Bngland, after a crude 
attempt made ia 1835, on a line of 
thirteen miles between Paddington and 
Drayton. In 1844 a telegraph line was 
opened between Washington and Balti- 
more, In 1850 a copper wire, insulated 
in gutta percha, was submerged be 
tween Dover and Calais, and the first 
submarine telegraph was laid by the 
late T. R. Crainpton, 

There are now 942 submarine cables, 
exclusive of the seven Atlantic cables, 
with an aggregate of 112,740 nautical 
niles, The overland telegraph is al 
ready a world wide institution, in 
which there total of 1,680,900 
thiles of wire, enough of the attenuated 
metal to go around the equatorial belt 
of the globe just thirty times.

MAYOR BEAN'S VETOES. 

We print in this issue of the Joun- 
TAL the vetoes which Mayor Bean de- 
livered to the Aldermen at a special 
meeting last Saturday evening in order 
that the people may read and judge for 
themselves of their merits. As they 
have given rise to a great deal of com- 
ment, favorable and unfavorable, it is 
only fair to the Mayor that the public 
should be put in possession of his 
reasons, us given in his own language, 
for rejecting the orders, hence their 
appearance verbatim in these columns. 

The Mayor's veto of the salary order 
will, we think, command general ap 
probation, Considering the — very 
friendly relations which exist between 
Clerk Lounsbury and Mayor Bean the 
veto should be regarded in the light ofa 
heroic act. 

But the city’s cxpenses must bekept 
down, and the rate of taxation must 
not be incrensed. 

As to the veto of the Ward 6. street 
light order we are not in a condition to 
express an intellizent opinion, uot 
having given the matter any serious 
thought. 

This we would remark: if the 
friction which has already begun to 
show itself between Mayor Bean and 
his friends in the City Council on one 
side, and a majority of the Council 
on the other, is uot overcome it 
will be all the worse for the people. 

GENERAL SHERMAN. 

General William Tecumseh Sherman 
died at his home in New York City at 
half past one last Saturday 
afternoon aged 71 years. The news 
reached Washington immediately and 
deep sorrow was expressed over the 
death of the great military chieftain by 
everybody ut the Capital of the Nation 
where he was loved and honored as one 
of the great heroes of the late War of 
the Rebellion. 

The whole Nation is in mourning for 
the loss of General Sherman, THe was 
not only the hero of the War next after 
General Grant but since its close he has 
been equally the hero of Washington 
and New York Society which he loved 
and in which he shone with a brillianey 
unequalled by any, and an idol of the 
whole country. He was a_ favorite 
everywhere and with everybody, and 
the tears that were shed over his bier 
caine from the heart. 

The three greatest Union warriers in 
the Rebellion—Grant, Sherman and | 
Sheridan—are dead. ‘The first died 
some six years ago; the **gallant Phil” 
two or three later; and now comes 
Sherman, whose ‘March to the Sea’ 
was one of the most brilliant mili- 
tary campaigns that has re- 
corded in the history of modern times, 
and he too has surrendered his sword 
into the hands of a» more powerful 
enemy than he ever met before. They 
are all gone, and no one of the three 
noble warriors will be missed more than 
Gen. Sherman.

Two Vetoes, 


At a called meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen held Jast Saturday evening 
the following vetoes, which ‘spenk for 
themselves, were handed in by Mayor 
Bean: 


To the Honorable Board of Aldermen : 

GENTLEMEN: On the fifth instant 
the following order passed your Houor- 
able Board : 

‘Be it ordered that the salary of the 
Clerk of the Common Council and of 
the Clerk of Committees be established 
at the rate of two hundred dollars and 
four hundred dollars respectfully per 
aunam,” 

This order was adopted by the Com- 
mon Council on February sixth. 

I return it herewith without my ap- 
proval. If there were vo question in- 
volved except whether the sularies now 
attached to these positions were fully 
commensurate with the duties per- 
formed by the incumbent thereof I 
should be ready to agree with the City 
Council in providing for an increase. 
The time occupied in attending to the 
duties of the positions is very consider- 
able aud the amount of detail large, 
and both are, I think, beyond what 
was anticipated when the present 
salaries were fixed. I, however, re- 
gard the present as an inopportune time 
to take the first steps ina course, the 
result of which would be to materially 
increase the annual cost of supporting 
the city government. We should be 
just to the taxpayers before we are 
generous to salaried officials. The 
emolument attached to the position here 
involved na well as others is now suffi- 
cient to render competent men ready to 
seek and occupy them. We shall be 
justified in raising by taxation, during 
the current year, only such an amount 
us will serve to conduct the city’s 
affairs on an economical basis. Present 
unavoidable demands on the city 
treasury are heavy and until they are 
reduced or the source of income in- 
creased so that the funds at our dis- 
posals are sufficient to warrant an ine 
crease in current expenses we must 
proceed with caution and practice 
economy. 

I feel constrained to object to this 
order as not in line with the policy 
which it seems to me we are bound at 
present to follow.

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen: 
GENTLEMEN: I return herewith, 
Without my approval, au order provid- 
ing for the erection of six incandescent 
electric lights in accordance with the 
petition of I. H. Perley and others, 
which order originated in your Honor- 
able Board and las been adopted by 
both branches of the City Council and 
reached me on the seventh instant. 

1 ain led to this action by both spec- 
inl and general considerations. J have 
personally visited the section where the 
order prescribes that the lights shall be 
erected and after careful inspection I 
am convinced that the public good and 
convenience does not, at this time, call 
for or justify the action proposed. All 
the locations named in the order are 
within the limits of the territory recent- 
ly opened by the North Woburn Land 
aud JToprovement Company. Upon 
this section there are vow about twelve 
residences whose occupants and owners 
would evidently be benefited by the 
introduction of the lights. They are 
the petitioners, I understand, whose 
request you have so favorably consid- 
ered. While the benefit to accrue di- 
rectly to those who ask the city council 
to tuke action involving public expense 
is an clement to be considered in all 
cases, and while this benefit may be in 
some instances so great and the call for 
it so imperative as to afford ground in 
itself for an affirmative response, yet it 
must be admitted that we ought to con- 
sider in each case whether there is an 
apparent public need coupled with the 
admitted private advantage which the 
petitioners seek, 

[ do not regard the case in question 
as one presenting an imperative pri- 
vate need or supported by any consid- 
eration of public necessity. 

The streets named in order are in a 
new section and have been recently 
laid out. ‘There is no through travel 
upon them and J am informed, and 
judge from the appearangs of the 
streets, that there is very little travel 
of any kind, except on foot, and even 
this is practically confined to the few 
residents of the section and those hav- 
ing oceasion to call at their houses, 
This is an outlying district of North 
Woburn, which itself is an outlying 
ward of the city. It lies one side 
from frequently travelled highways. 
If it be claimed that there is a pros- 
pect of building to any considerable 
extent in the near future in this sec- 
tion it should be said iu reply that the 
time to put in these lights will be 
when a more extensive occupation and 
use of these streets preseuts a better 
claim for the service than jis now put 
forward. 

But I object to this measure on 
more general and broader grounds 
than those already suggested. Within 
the lust six years the expense of light- 
ing our streets bas increased more than 
75 per cent and at present we expend an- 
nually in the vicinity of $7,000 in this 
department. I do not wish to be un- 
derstood as intimating that I regard 
this increase in cost of street lighting 
us noton the whole quite necessary, 
nor do I think that the great improve- 
ment which the electric system has 
introduced is not to be viewed with 
satisfaction. I certainly would not 
advocate reducing the number of lights 
now in use. I am convinced, however, 
that no additional lights should 
contracted far and the aynyal expense 
of lighting should not be incrensed at 
present unless oases are presented 
upon some much travelled street, or in 
u thickly settled section, where the 
darkness is a recognized inconvenience 
both to those residing in the vicinity 
and to the public generally and is also 
an evident source of danger “9 travel- 
lers, ‘There are, I have uo doubt, 
numerous locations in the city where 
eluctric lights coyld be pluged so as to 
he of decided advantage to many peo- 
ple; but if we were fo attempt to put 


ja light in every place of this sort and 


to illuminate ouy highways from gone 
eud of the city to the other, we should 
find ourselves involved in an undep-

Itis, to be sure, vot alarge sum 
which will be required to meet the an- 
nual cost of these six lights but the ex- 
pense involved does not affect the ques- 
tion whether there is justification for it, 
and besides T cannot discover the point 
where we could logically stop in’ our} 
favorable action on petitions of this and | 
similar nature if we pass this order, 

Ido not take the position that no 
petition or measure involving a public 
work and outlay should be granted or 
passed. Ou the contrary I amaintain 
that we are bound to carefully consider 
ench case as it arises and in cases like 
the present one I regard it essential 
that the proper committee should in- 
apect the location affected. Such inves- 
tigation may develope facts which will 
satisfy us that our duty as public ser- 
vants will be performed if we do what 
is asked of us. 

In this case I have endeavored to 
investigate fully and decide honestly. 
I shall pursue the same course here- 
after, T regret that my conclusions do 
not agree with the opinions expressed 
by the votes of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the two branches of the City 
Council. T shall be glad if the reasons 
which I have given for the position 1 
have taken shall commend themselves 
to your consideration.

New Books, 


Hitstony oF Mippiesex Countr, Massacnu® 
setts, With Brograpuical Sketcurs Inius- 
TRATED With Portraits, Erc., 3 Vols, } 
Edited by D, Hamilton Hurd. Philadelphia: J. 
W. Lewis & Co., 1890. 


Strictly speaking these three large hand- 
somely printed and elegantly bound volumes 
do not, as the name of the work indicates, 
contain a history of the county of Middle- 
sex, but, on the other hand, barring a brief 
sketch of it, the contents consist of histories 
of the great number of towns which com- 
prise this county, with pen and steel-plate 
pictures of some of their prominent citigens, 
and further illustrated by scenes of historic 
interest and more than local fame. 

Mechanically the work has been ad- 
mirably done by its publishers, and although 
the volumes are somewhat ponderous (each 
centaining some 700 or 800 pages) and 
rather unwieldly for constant use, still they 
are well calculated to adorn and set off the 
shelves of a bookcase or a parlor centre 
table and in their black and gold covering 
they make an attractiye appearance. ‘lhe 
portraits of eminent men, mostly steel-plate, 
executed by the best of workmen, which are 
profusely scattered through the three heavy 
tomes, and other illustrations, greatly en- 
hance the attractiveness of the work and 
will add materially to the intereat which the 
citizens of Middlesex county will doubtless 
take in it. 

The editor seems to have discharged his 
duty with fidelity and ability so far as we 
are able to judge. Lis selection of local 
historians to perform the literary labor 
furnished evidence of his fitness for the 
responsible position, for *‘the right man for 
the right place” seems to have been selected 
for such duty in every instance. 

To furnish the History of Woburn for the 
work Editor Hurd certainly made no mis- 
take. Mr, William L. Cutter, Jibrarian 
of the Woburn Public Library, was the 
gentleman chosen and the choice was a 
judicious one in every particular. Mr. 
Cutter is a natural historical writer. His- 
torical research las occupied much of his 
time in the past. He is a careful, pains- 
tuking reader and reporter of past events, 
and is conscientious to a degree in the 
statement of facts. The same remarks hold 
equally good in respect to Rev. Leander 
Thotnpson of this city who wrote the 
Ecclesiastical History of the town, and to a 
great extent as to T[lon, Edward F. 
Johnson, author of the chapter on ‘* Woburn 
as n City.” 

The contributions of these gentlemen to 
the work cover about 125 pages which, put 
into the usual type and size of page, would 
make a book of at least 400 pages, and 
perhaps 500. Much of it is set in the 
smallest type used, and yet jt ie clear and 
easily mastered by the eye. The publishers 
treated Mr. Cutter generously as to space, 
for which they are entitled to the hearty 
thanks of the people of Woburn. I[n a 
very liberal spirit they gave him carte 
blanche and thus enabled him to go into the 
subject with such particularity and detail as 
to greatly enhance the value of the work, 
He was not hampered by want of room, 
hence he and his colaborers have turned 
out a complete, full and finished history of 
Woburn which is a creditto himself, the 
publishers, and the place. That it is re- 
liable history (which a great deal of «o- 
called history is far from being) no one 
acquainted with the writers of it will doubt 
for moment. Mr, Cutter is always strong 
on his facts, and no statements are allowed 
to go into a production of his of this 
character until its truth has been verified 
and established beyond a doubt. That is 
what makes history worth anything. And 
itis by the careful exercise of these mental 
characteristios that he has given to the 
public, agomplete and relinble civil, military 
and ecclesinstic, history of old and new 
Woburn, 

For the same work Mr. Cutter wrote tho 
history of Winchester; greatly assisted in 
producing the history of Burlington; and 
the completeness of that of Arlington was 
partly due to his knowledge and super- 
vision; sothat, virtually, Mr. Cutter wasthe 
author of three of the historical productions 
that go to mnake up these volumes of 
“The History of Middlesex County.”

We can measure the quantity of 
heat that the sun constantly emits, be- 
cause we Gan measure the amount re 
ceived by our earth, which intercepts 
about the 2,300,000,000th part of all the 
light and heat given out by the sun, 


Thus we find that in every second of 
time the sun emits as much heat as 
would result from the combustion of 


11, 600,000,000, 000 tons of coal It nay 
be interesting to the reader to know 
that each portion of the sun’s surface 
as lange as our earth emits much 
heat per second as would 1,000,000, 000 
tons of coal instantly transformed into

FLAGS AND FUNNELS OF STEAMERS, 


the Owners of the Ocean Palaces 
Mark Their Vessela with Colors, 

The various lines of transatlantic 
steamers sailing from this port have, 
as is generally known, each a distinctive 
flag and a distinetive manner of paint 
ing their smokestacks, Comparatively 
few know, however, what these dis 
tinguishing signs of the great ocean 
steamers are, When you see a steamer 
with her funnels painted red, with a 
deep black band around the top and 
two narrow black bands below, that is 
a Cunarder, 

The funnels of the ships of the 
French line to Havre are exactly like 
those of the Cunard line, except the 
two narrow black bands, which the 
French steamers do not have. The 
White Star steamers have yellow fun 
nels with a black band around the top, 
and the Guion line steamers black fun 
nels with a red band some distance 
below the top. The plain yellow fun 
nels are sinong the distinguishing feat 
ures of the North German Lloyd steam 
ers, and the Red Star line hag funnels 
painted exactly like those of the White 
Star steamers, except that the former 
have a red star just below the black 
band at the top. 

On the Inman line the funnels are 
painted black, with a white band some 
distance below the top. ‘The Anchor 
line and the Hamburg line both have 
funnels painted entirely black, but the 
practiced eye readily distinguishes 
them. 

Over the Cunard steamers floats a 
square red flag on which is a golden 
lion rampant holding the “orb of em 
pire” in its paws. The Inman tine's 
flag is red with a white field, and in the 
field isa black diamond. A red swallow 
tail with a white star in it is the flag of 


How 


steamers fly a white swallowtail charged 
with a red star, The Guion line's flag 
is blue with a large white diamond in 
the center in which is a black star, 

A white flag on which red an 
chor is the one flown by of the 
Anchor line, and the North German 
Lloyd ships fly a white flag on which 
in blue are a key and anchor crossed 
and wreath of oak leaves. The French 
line to Havre flies a white flag bearing 
the name of the company in red. These 
are only a few of the many flags which 
fly over incoming and outgoing steam 
ers in the waters of the bay, and of the 
various paintings of smokestacks which 
serve to distinguish the ships of one 
line from another, 

At night when these distinguishing 
features cannot seen a vessel au 
nounces her line by burning lights of a 
peculiar kind, a certain set of colors 
and pyrotechnies being adopted by 
each line. Thus if a Cunard steamer 
should meet another at night and wish 
to exchange signals she would burn a 
blue light and fire off two Roman cian- 
dies, each discharging six blue balls. 
| the ship she signaled was an Inman 
steiner she would show a blue light 
forward and aft and a red light on the 
bridge and fire a yariegated rocket.

Dedication of the Woburn M. E. 
Church. 

The Methodists of this city could not have 
had a fairer, brighter or better day on which 
to dedicate their new and beautiful church 
than that of last Monday, on the afternoon 
of which the dedicatory exercises were held. 
It was clear, cloudless, sunshiny, with a 
breath of spring in the air, a welcome har- 
binger of vernal delights, and everybody 
enjoyed it, or at least appeared to. Such 
beautiful weather was a happy omen and 
our good Methodists seemed so to regard 
and accept it. 

The customary Boston Monday morning 
Minister’s Meeting was held in the new 
church here instead of in Boston which fact 
brought many clergymen and laymen with 
their wives to town quite early in the fore- 
noon and gave our streets somewhat the ap- 
pearance of a Theological Seminary town. 
Many people also were present from adja- 
cent towns and cities to witness the interest- 
ing ceremonies ef dedicating the hanc some 
new church, whose erection was larely due 
to the energy, devotion, and hard work of 
its able and devout Cliristian pastor, Rev. 
Hugh Montgomery, to the worship of 
Almighty God, ‘These met with a cordial 
welcome and were carefully cared for by 
resident members of the Church. ‘There 
were 75 attendants at the Ministers Meeting 
which was presided over by Rev. W. N. 
Brodbeck of Boston,and Rey. C. H. Hanna- 
ford of Hast Cambridge was Secretary. 
Rev. J. W. Adanjs of the New Hampshire 
Oanference delivered an interesting lecture 
on ‘Palestine.” After the meeting the 
clergymen and others, to the number of 
over 150, sat down to an excellent dinner, 
provided by the ladies of the society. Much 
credit was given the ladies for providing a 
repast so worthy of the important occasion 
and as the viands was discussed the praises 
bestowed on their handiwork were neither 
stinted nor few, 

The exercises of dedication began at 2 pv. 
m., and were as follows: Organ voluntary, 
by George H. Ryder; anthem by the choir; 
prayer, Rey, L. B. Bates of Kast Boston; 
opening service, read by the Presiding 
Elder, Rev. John W. Lindsay, D. D., of 
West Newton; duet, **Peace to This Dwel- 
ling,” by Mrs. F. A. Partridge und Mr. D. 
C. Page; first Scripture lesson, read by 
Rev. W. J. Ponfret of West Medford; 
soprano solo, ‘The Resurrection Song,” 
music by Harry Rowe Shelley, sung by 
Mrs. F. A. Partridge; second Scripture 
Jesson, read by Kev. C. 4. Merrill ‘of May- 
hard; hymn, read by Rev. H. C. Parker ot 
the Unitarian Ohurol, Woburn, and sung 
by the oongregation.

a distance of 56 feet. he choir gallery is 
at the rear of the pulpit. The seating 
capacity is as follows: Vestry proper, 390; 
primary department, 200; auditorium, 686; 
gallery, 200. 

The society has been steadily growing for 
several years and numbers on its rolls many 
of the most prominent business and society 
people in this city. In financial strength it 
is also increasing, and in its beautiful new 
home it will increxse much more rapidly no 
doubt. 

The first conference preacher was lev. 
J. G. Cary, stationed there in 1853. A year 
later the society removed their chapel to 
the corner of Main and Mann streets. In 
1864 the society purchased the Unitarian 
Church building at the corner of Main and 
Walnut streets, ang it was dedicated as a 
Methodist church May 17, 18635. In 1868 
the edifice was remodelled and improved at 
an expense of $4,000. In 1872 a parsonage 
was builtin the rear of the church. Fire 
destroyed both in the spring of 1873. ‘The 
church was rebuilt the following year, 
incurring a heavy debt, which has ever since 
been an embarrassment to the society. The 
Walnut etreet property was sold in April, 
1890, for §26,000. ‘The present member- 
ship is 265, in full connection with 87 pro- 
bationers. The Sabbath School numbers

THE BOSTON POSTOFFICEH. 

The quarrel over an appointee to the 
Boston postotlice in place of Gen. Corse, 
whose time was out, assumed such large 
proportions at last’ that interest in it 
was stirred up all over the State. It 
wus a long hot fight and a good deal of 
bad blood was stirred up among Re- 
publicans which, however, it is hoped 
will disappear before another election 
tukes place. 

Postmaster Corse (Democrat) and 
Supt. of Mails Thomas (Republi- 
can) were the principal applicants for 
the plice, their candidature also invol- 
ing the important question whether the 
appointee should be a Republican or 
not. Senators Hoar and Dawes recom- 
mended Gen. Corse for reappointment ; 
the Representatives were divided in 
opinion as to the man but a majority 
of them favored the ‘appointment of a 
Republican; and President: Harrison 
and) Postinaster-General Wannamaker 
were decidedly opposed to continuing | 
a Democrat in the office in the person 
of Gen. Corse. 

On Saturday the President settled 
the knotty question by appointing ex- 
Mayor Hart of Boston, a representa- 
tive Republican whose name had been 
mentioned for the place; the appoint- | 
ment was promptly confirmed ; every- | 
body wus satistied ; and everything is | 
serene and lovely again. | 


REDISTRICTING THE STATE. | 

There is a conflict of opinion among | 
the Republicans in the Legislature as 
to when it will be best to cut the State 
into new Congressional Districts under 
the census of 1800. Some favor doing it 
now, while others want to wait until 
next year.

Abstract of a Sermon 


Delivered by the Pastor, Rey, Hugh Mont- 
gomery, in the M. E, Church, Woburn, 
Sunday, Mar, 1, 1891, before a Body 
of visiting Odd Fellows, 

Any body of men or women that draws 
closer the ties of mutual sympathy and 
strengthens the bonds of brotherhood be- 
tween man and man, is not only worthy of 
approbation out of admiration. I have 
learned such is the object of Odd Fellow- 
ship. 

We learn that ‘‘as members of one great 
family, we feel a deep interest in the well 
being of each other, and are bound by all 
Means to promote it.” 

“Isa brother in need of our counsel? 
Ile gets such ns we can give.” 

“Tfas Poverty laid her hand upon him? 
He comes to us with the assurance that he 
will not be sent einpty away.” 

**tlas sickness laid him on a bed of pain? 
Brotherhood stands by to the Inst. If a 
stranger they provide for his burial; his 
widow and orphan children are cared for.” 

As Old Fellows they promise to revere 
the name of Almighty God and never to 
pronounce it except with that reverence due 
from a creature to his Creator. They re- 
gard His Holy Word as the only guide which 
points out the path to happiness and peace. 
Again we read, ‘Our order is the hand-maid 
of virtue and religion.” They are in- 
structed to avoid intemperance, and to do 
unto others us they would wish them to do 
unto them. 

Let ‘‘Union be our motto; and Onward 
our watch-word, Let virtue be our defence 
and friendship ouraim.” Friendship, Love 
and Truth; on these pillars rests the order. 
It does not interfere with a man's religion 
or politics. Their favorite passage of 
Scripture is the parable of the Good Sa- 
maritan. Luke 10. 30-37. ‘The same Bible 
is the foundation of this order; they look 
atitas the test of truth, the fountain of 
peace, the source of blessedness. Newton 
pays: 

Precious Bible! what a treasure 
Does the word of God afford! 
AJL I want for life or pleasure, 
Food and medicine, shield and sword; 


Tet the world account me poor, 
Having this I need no more, 


Sir Isaac Newton said: ‘*We account the 
Scriptures of God the most sublime philoso- 
phy.” So this order take the Book as their 
chart. II Pet. 1-16: ‘For we have not 
followed cunningly devised fables.” 

You as Odd Fellows have taken this Book 
as your guide. You believe it must be hid 
in the heart as seed in the ground, as leaven 
in the meal, as treasure in the cabinet, as 
the soulin the body. You have taught that 
this book is a directory, showing the evil to 
be avoided, and the requirements of God. 
You have been taught to believe that God's 
works are perfect. ‘That whatever methods 
of thought may be put forth, still without a 
revelation it can neither know truly of God, 
or his will concerning his creatures. 

You admit that a man may expand bis 
powers and increase his knowledge by its 
study; he may form some estimate of the 


greatness and grandeur of the Deity; some 
ideas of his power, wisdom and goodness; 
but he can learn nothing ne to his moral 
character, or his influite counsel and will. 
He can learn nothing of the law of morals, 
or of daty, of disobedience, of rewards, or 
of punishment; nothing aa to man’s immor- 
tality and responsibility. Hence the founder 
of thie Order believed that man without di- 
vine assistance can never find out God, or 
attain to the knowledge of his will. The 
fathers and brothers of this Order found 
that where a revelation has not been en- 
joyed the people were poor and ignorant, 
More than five thousand years has surely 
been sufficient to test the ability of the hu- 
man mind to discover the Supreme Being 
and a knowledge of his will concerning 
mankind. 

The metaphysicians of the East, the 
priests of China, at this day have not taken 
a step beyond the ancients ae to moral 
knowledge, They knew this did not come 
by learning. ‘The Philosophers of old were 
learned yet royally benighted. ‘The charac- 
ter and mind of God form a part of no Jan- 
guage, or system of metaphysics, or mathe- 
matics, Itisto be met in no scheme of 
jurisprudence, or legislation, ‘The wisdom 
of the world, however profound and exten- 
sive or sublime, does not involve the know]- 
edge of God and his will. Athens was the 
seat of science, yet her streets were crowded 
with false gods. 

The Odd Fellows came to the conclusion 
thatif man isto know ought of God cor- 
rectly; or if he is to know himself and his 
destination; it must be revealed to him by 
G al. 

And this iswhy they have taken the Bible 
for their guide, ‘The Bible must be one of 
two things: either an invention of good men 
or good angele; of bad men or bad angels; 
or a revelation from God, But it could not 
be the invention of good men or angels for 
they could not make a bool of |jes, saying 
“tha saith the Lord" when it was their ine 
yention, Jtcould not he the inyentic an of 
wicked men or devils, far they could not 
make a book which commands duty, which 
forbide sin, There te ouly one conclusion: 


the Bible is God's Book.

bond and free. Yet its authors are not 
found contradicting one another but are at 
harmony in their sublime scheme. St. 
Peter denies that he is following cunningly 
devised fables. Peter was the leader of the 
apostolic band and knew all the facts in the 
case. He is a good witness, 

The enemies of the Bible have asserted 
that it is not God's book. Any foolish per- 
son can do that,and the Bible itself predicts 
thut itshould experience this treatment from 
those who did not know God. Again we 
find in the Bible an interesting variety. 
This is well illustrated by Mrs. Ellis, in the 
following eloquent extract from her recent 
work entitled the ‘Poetry of Life.” She 
saya, ‘From the worm that grovels in the 
dust beneath our feet, to the track of the 
Jeviathan in the foaming deep; from the 
moth that corrupts the secret treasure, to 
the eagle that soars above his eyrie in the 
clouds; from the wild ass in the desert, to 
the lamb within the shepherd's fold; from 
the consuming locust, to the cattle upon a 
thousand hills; from the rose of Sharon, to 
the cedar of Lebanon; from the crystal 
stream gushing forth out of the flinty rock, 
to the wide waters of the deluge; from the 
lonely path of the wanderer, to the gather- 
ing of a mighty multitude; from the tear 
that falls in secret, to the din of battle and 
the shout of atriumphant host; from the 
solitary in the wilderness, to the seraph on 
the throne; from the mourner clad in sack- 
cloth to the prince in purple robes; from 
the gnawing of the worm that dieth not, to 
the seraphic visions of the blest; from the 
still voice, to the thunders of omnipotence;

Toly, high, unrivalled in 
purity of speech and thought, ‘The fables 
gave no clear views of the way of salvation 
orof a future state, All was dark, con- 
fused, contradictory, no comfort, no good 
hope. The Bible isthe chart of life, the 
revelation of God's salvation, And that is 
the reason that the fathers of this ancient

May 18, he writes; ‘Apple trees in

Virus of Indian Snakes, 

A communication concerning the 
physiological action of the poison of 
the venomous snakes of India, pre- 
sented to the Royal society, is a paper 
of exceptional interest. It contains an 
account of numerous experiments made 
upon small birds, cats, fowls, 
frogs, guinea pigs, pigeons and rabbits, 
with the virus of the cobra and that of 
the almost equally deadly viperine 
snake known as the daboia. These ex 
periments were made in England, with 
poison sent thither from Bengal in a 
gum like condition, which preserves its 
potency. The idea that the venom is 
effective only when conveyed into the 
system through the blood is a mistake; 
it also acts when introduced by means 
of the stomach, although it is not then 
so certainly fatal. 

When carried directly to the heart, 
as by the jugular vein, the poison ar- 
rests its action and causes almost in 
stantaneous death, Death is more com 
monly produced, however, by the par

City Report—1890, 

The annual reports of the various De- 
partments of the city government have been 
published and many copies are already in 
the hands of the people. ‘They give a com- 
plete history of the municipal affairs of 
Woburn for 1890 and to mast readers will 
prove interesting, no doubt. The few fol- 
lowing items have been culled from the vol 
ume by the JouRNAL’s statistical Editor: 
The City Clerk reports 462 births; 107 mar- 
ringe certificates; 226 deaths; dog licenses 
yielded $1,412 40. ‘The Collector's report 
shows good service during the year. 

The Jength of pipe laid by the water de- 
partment was 10,144 feet, making a total 
laid to date of 340,049 feet. ——-Seventy-nine 
services have been put into buildings, and 
no service has been cut off for non-payment. 
The Commissioners say: ‘For the first 
time in its history this department is abso- 
lutely self-sustaining, the revenue for the 
past yoar having been sufficient to not only 
meet the expense of maintenance, and the 
entire interest charges, but also to allow a 
real surplus of 6336.50." The receipts 
from 3156 services were $30,527.93. ‘The 
total Gost of the water works to date is 
$560,219 55. Number of galiona pumped 
in 1889, 293,805,400, an increase of over 
40,000,000 gallons. Coal used, 6714 tons. 

The Chief Engineer of the Fire Depart- 
ment reports the force to be 65, and that 
there were 34 alarms anewereg. 

The Chief of Police reports the number 
of arrests for the year to be 376, of whom 
320 were residents. Of these 43 were ar- 
rested for assault, 239 for drunkenness, 23 
for iarceny, 24 violatign of liquor law.

VHE TREATMENT OF RUM 

DRINKERS. 

There isa bill before the Legislature 
of this State which proposes something 
of a revolution in the judicial trent 
ment of persous more or less addicted 
the drink habit and it ought to 
become a law. It is a long step for- 
ward on the line of true, bhumaniturian 
reform. It treats the slave to the 
habit of liquor drinking more rationally 
than the lnws now in vogue on the 
subject do, and recognizes the fuet that 
the unfortunate victims are human 
beings even when intoxicated and are 
entitled to and should receive fair treat- 
ment from the laws. 

Mr. L. Edwin Dudley of Boston, 
who is at the head of the Law and 
Order League of this State, gives the 
salient features of the proposed law in 
the following paragraph from an able 
letter written by him to the Chairman 
of the House Judieiary Committee of 
Levislature a few days ago in which he 
urges the enactment of the bill with 


to 


zeal and power: 

“In brief, the bill provides for 
abolishing the system of fives, which 
we believe does no good, and much 
harm, which makes an unjust dis- 
crimination between those have 
money and those who are impecunious, 
The bill provides that the courts shall 
by inyestigation and asystem of records 
ascertain the facts about all persons 
who arrested for drunkenness, to the 
end that the court shall be so informed 
that it can deal with each case intelli- 
vently ; und, further, itis provided that 
those who ave usually sober, industrious 
and good citizens, and who but in- 
frequently yield to the temptation ot 
strong drink, shall be allowed to go 
free, without being taken into court and 
recorded as criminals. ‘The further 
provision all will agree is one that 
should be made. It is simply that 
those persons who are given up to the 
habit of intoxication shall be sent 
correctional or retormatory institutions 
long enough to give them an opportunity 
to overcome their appetite aud habits, 
aud to give some hope that they may 
be reformed and made good citizens.” 

Another feature should be added and 
that is that no person quiedy walking 
along the streets, annoying no one and 
making uo disturbance, should be liable 
toarrest. ** Disorderly” conduct should 
be actual instead of a legal fiction to 
justify the police in taking a person in 
charge and locking him up. Under 
the present practices and perhaps laws 
intoxication includes, or carries with 
it, ‘disorderly,’ whether the person is 
This ought not to

actually so or not.

But the bill is a long step in the 
right direction and we hope it will 
pass.

What is it worth to do 
the work? and at what price will 
good men do it? ought to govern the 
action of the Mayor and City Council 
in determining the pay of the police 
rather than whut other cities may or 
may not do.

ELISHA’S DEFENDERS, 


LESSON XII, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, MARCH 22. 


Text of the Lesson, IT Kings vi, 8-18. 
Commit Verses, 15-17—Golden Text, II 
Kings vi, 16—Commentary by Rev. D. 
M. Stearns, 


[Compiled from Lesson Helper Quarterly by per 
mission of H. 8. Hoffmaan, publisher, Philadel- 
phia.) 

& “Then the king of Syria warred 
against Israel, and took counsel with his 
servants, saying, In such and such a place 
shall be my camp.” 

Between the story of Naaman and Ge- 
hazi and this lesson the Holy Spirit has 
written the record of a house building near 
Jordan by the sonsof the prophets, and 
the miraculous recovery of a lost ax, from 
which we see the need, humanly speaking, 
ofthe money which Naaman offered Elisha; 
but the prophet prefers to rely wholly and 
only upon the God of Israel. 

9 “And the man of God sent unto the 
king of Israel, saying, Beware that thou 
pass not such a place, for thither the 
Syrians are come down,” 

How often we are reminded that “All 
things are naked and opened unto the eyes 
of Him with whom we have to do,” and that 
“The eyes of the Lord are in every place 
beholding the evil and the good”? (Heb. iv, 
18; Prov. xy, 3)! But here is wondrous 
grace and continued grace to a wicked 
man. The king of Israel was Jehoran, 
son of Ahab, and he wrought evil in the 
sight of the Lord, cleaving unto the sins of 
Jeroboam, the son of Nebat (chap. iii, 1-3), 
and yet this is not the first time that God 
has shown him kindness through Elisha. 

10, ‘‘And the king of Israel sent to the 
place which the man of God told him and 
warned him of, and saved himself there, 
not once, nor twice.” 

“God hath spoken once; twice have I 
heard this, that power belongeth unto 
God,” and this power is continually being 
put forth on behalf of sinful man to bring 
back his soul from the pit, but though God 
speaketh once—yea, twice—yet man _ per- 
ceiveth it not (Ps. xii, 11; Job xxxiii, 14, 
29). 

11, “Therefore the heart of the king of 
Syria was sore troubled for this thing.” 

It was not his sins that troubled him, 
but the fact that he could not catch his 
prey, and that his enemy so successfully 
eluded him. 

12. “Elisha, the prophet that is in Israel, 
telleth the king of Israel the words that 
thou speakest in thy bedchamber.” 

Like the servants of Naaman, these serv- 


ants seem wiser than their master, for 
“Great men are not always wise’ (Job 


xxxii, 9). 

18. ‘And he said, Go and spy where he 
is, that I may send and fetch him.” 

The Lord so effectually hid Elijah that 
Ahab and all his searchers could not find 
him anywhere in all the land (I Kings 
xviii, 10). He also hid Baruch and Jere- 
miah so that their enemies could not find 
them (Jer. xxxvi, 26). Yet this unbeliever 
thinks to capture one who could say of 
God, “Thou art my hiding place; Thou 
shalt preserve me from trouble; Thou 
shalt compass me about with songs of de- 
liverance”’ (Ps. xxxii, 7). ‘The wicked 
watcheth the righteous and seeketh to 
slay him, but the Lord will not leave him 
in his hand” (Ps, xxxvii, 32-33), 

“And it was told him saying, Behold, he 
is in Dothan.” 

14, ‘Therefore sent he thither horses and 
chariots and a great host, and they came 
by night and compassed the city about.” 

Surely they had their man now, and es- 
cape was impossible, Thus it seemed to 
human eye 

15. “And when the servant of the man 
of God was risen early, and gone forth, be- 


hold, an host compussed the city both with 
horses and churiots.”’ 
While Elisha slept the enemy 


’ 


encom- 
passed him about, but Elisha’s God neither 
slumbers nor sleeps, and Elisha rested in 
Him, and feared no evil. His servant, 
however, had not the faith of his master, 
and we may imagine his fears'as this sight 
met his eyes. ‘lhe host of Syrians was real 
and formidable, and there was evidently 
no way of deliverance. 

“And his servant said unto him, Alas, 
my master! how shall we do?” 

He probably felt something like Israel 
when they saw the hosts of Pharaoh pur- 
suing them, the mountains on either side 
of them and the sea before them (Ex. xiv). 

16. ‘And he answered, Fear not.”’ 

From Gen, xv, 1, to Rey. i, 17 how often 
that precious word “lear not”? has stilled 
the troubled soul! But before it can give 
peace it must be spoken by one who has 
some ground and authority for saying it. 

“They that be with us are more than 
they that be with them.” 

What is it that Elisha sees that his serv- 
ant cannot see? Is he giving utterance to 
a hope orto the assurance of a reality? We 
shall see that he means just what he says 
and is fully persuaded of every word of it. 

17. “And Elisha prayed and said, Lord, 
I pray thee, open his eyes that he muy see,” 

What a simple prayer, how short, how 
comprehensive! No preliminaries and no 
conclusion, not even an amen; just ingle 
petition, asking as froma familiar friend 
for just what he wanted, My soul says, 
“Lord Jesus, ask the Father for me that 
my eyes may by the Holy Spirit be opened 
to behold wondrous things out of Thy 
word.” And IT expect He will. Thanking 
Him for what we have seen, let us expect 
more light every time we open His Word. 

“And the Lord opened the eyes of the 
young man, und he saw; and behold, the 
mountain was full of horses and chariots 
of fire round about Elisha.” 

Now we know why Elisha said, Fear 
not, and why he said to his servant that 
their helpers were more numerous than 
the enemy. Let no one dare to explain 
away these unseen realities of God's love 
and care and power. 

18. “And when they came down to him 
Elisha prayed unto the Lord and said, 
Smite this people, I pray thee, with blind- 
ness.” 

Another brief prayer; a single petition, 
Cap this man ask and receive anything he 
desires? <A river divided, a spring healed, 
oil multiplied, a Son given, life from the 
dead, food multiplied, a leper healed, a 
man made leprous, iron to swim, eyes 
opened to see angels, eyes dimmed to see 
not at all or to see wrongly? How has he 
obtained this power?’ With whom is he in 
partnership? 

“And He smote them with blindness, ac- 
cording to the word of Elisha, 

So did the angels to the men of Sodom 
(Gen. xix, 11). In Him we live and move 
avd have our being. In His hand is our 
breath and all our ways (Acts xvii, 28; 
Dan, vy, 23), He says: “Il am the Lord, and 
there is none else. I form the light and 
create darkness, I make peace and create 
evil. I the Lord do all these things’ (Isa. 
xlv, 6,7). Hechanges not. He is no re- 
specter of persous, Evety redeemed soul 
is a member of His body; but where is the 
power of God that ought to be seen in 
every believer?

Magnetism, Heat and Iron, 

It is now pretty widely known that 
iron suddenly ceases to be magnetic 
when heated to the critical point of its 
“recalescence” or “after glow,” and 
that if alloyed with some 12 per cent, 
of inanganese, as in manganese steel, it 
becomes almost completely non-mag- 
netic. These facts show us that fron is 
not necessarily magnetic under all con- 
ditions, for admixture with a small 
quantity of another metal and even 
mere change of temperature render it 
non-magnetic, Stranger still, some ob- 
servers report that iron again be- 
comes magnetic when the temperature 
reaches whiteness, but this lacks con- 
firmation. 

The behavior of nickel steel is very 
remarkable, As usually received from 
the maker nickel steel with 25 per cent. 
of nickel is non-magnetic; and yet it is 
a iixture of two magnetic metals, iron 
and nickel. If now we cool this nickel 
steel to 20 degs. C. (4 degs. Fah.) it 
becomes very decidedly magnetic, and 
remains so when it again returns to the 
normal temperature, If finally we heat 
it it remains magnetic till it reaches its 
critical temperature of 580 degs. C. 
(1,076 degs. Fahr.), when it again be- 
comes non-magnetic, and rem: 
until again cooled to 20 degs, C.—En- 
gineering and Building.

A CITY'S WATER SUPPLY IN TANKS, 


Novel Scheme to Convey Water from 
Lake Ontarlo to Rochester, 

By far the most novel suggestion that 
has yet been offered for supplying 
Rochester with additional water is the 
following: 

The proposal is, in brief, to bring the 
water from Lake Ontario by means of 
tank cars running on a railroad 

In explaining the proposal the pro- 
jector said: “Since the idea first 
curred to me [have looked at it from 
all points, and the more I think of it 
the better it pleases me But whether 
it will be found practical or not re 
mains to be The engineers can 
no doubt easily caleulate the cost, and 
that isthe only feature that To am in 
fear about, As it is, after a rough cal 
culation [estimate that this plan will 
give this city and other places pure wa 
ter at low price and in unlimited quan 
tity. The whole plan is to bring the 
water in a vessel made for the purpose 
from a pointin the lake so far from 
shore that there will be no chance of it 
containing impurities. 

“The vessel would be somewhat on 
the plan the floats used in New 
York for carrying garbage out to sen 
and dropping it in the oeean through 
the bottom of the vessel. In the case 
of my ship the cargo, instead of being 
taken to would be brought from 
sea to shore, and in place of entering 
the hold through the hatches would 
come in through a trap in the bottom. 
When we had our vessel full of the pure 
and sparkling water we would tow it to 
the harbor tug, and pump the 
water into tank cars specially made for 
the purpose and running like ordinary 
freight cars on the common track, The 
ears could be provided with trap door. 
or valves through which to discharge 
their liquid contents into a reservoir 
over which the train would run, just as 
a coal or wheat car runs and drops its 
load, This plan, of course, would only 
be adopted where the system was to be 
applied on a large scale. Where the 
idea was to be adopted as a temporary 
expedient the water could be pumped 
from the directly into the mains 
of the town, 

“Now forsome figures in regard tothe 
scheme. The railroads carry freight at 
a profit for half a cent a ton per mile, 
A ton of water contains 285 gallons, so 
that, allowing 50 gallons of water to each 
person, the railroad would carry a sup 
ply fora family of five the distance of 
a mile for half acent. It would cost 
8 1-2 cents as freight from the 
Rochester, assuming that the distance

“Two or three steam pumps of a kind 
that can be found ready made, the ship 
for the water and the tank 
cars are the eehittenl novel features of 
the whole, and any good mechanic ean 
rig them all up in a short time. The 
plan, I tell you, is entirely practical, 
and when I have had a chance to con- 
sult with some ship carpenter as to the 
cost of the vessel, and with the railroad 
managers as to the best rates they can 
give on freight, [may give you more in 
relation to it.

Experience of Massachusetts Cities, 
The cities of Malden, Quincy, 
Worcester and Woburn, Massachu- 
setts, give some facts concerning the 
effects of no-license that are suggestive. 
In Malden the increase in population 
during the past five years is sixty per 
cent. while the increase in the cost of 
providing for its poor is only twenty- 


live per cent. ‘The increase in the 
deposits in savings banks is over 
seventy-eight per cent. while a co- 


operative bank has been established 
with a paid-up capital of $78,000. 
The population is 24,466, and requires 
only twelve patrolmen to keep order. 
In Qluiney the deposits in safety banks 
during its three years’ prohibition were, 


542; in 1890, $1,623,202, a large 
portion of which comes from the 
laboring clusses. ‘The valuation of 


property has increased eighty-two per 
cent. since the forty-two saloons were 
closed. Worcester has had no license 
since May 1, 1890. ‘The same city 


marshal and same police force as now 


served in 1889. The arrests for 
drunkenness in six months of 1889, 
numbered 1,571, in the same six 


months of 1890, under prohibition, the 
number was 763. ‘There is not a liquor | 
sign in the city, nor a public place} 
where liquor can be obtained. The} 
streets have been quiet, and the liquor} 
driven to kitehen dives and 
obsenre places. Similar good effects 
are seen in’ Woburn.—Union Signal.

Last ‘Tuesday a substitute for the 
Committee’s report adverse to a change 
was offered which, ifcarried, would re- 
instate the pablie bar in the saloons aud 
give the temperance cause a serious set- 
back. After a thorough discussion of 
its merits the substitute was adopted by 
a large majority. The negative vote 
of 14 was composed entirely of Repub- 
lieans and among them was the name 
of Enpwin BF. Wyerr, Senator from 
this District and resident of this’ city. 
Bnough rum Republicans however 
joined hands with the entire Democratic 
force in the Senate to east a vote of 23 
in favor of the saloon and its interests. 
This vote in the Senate will not affect 
the question of a repeal of the present 
law at all forthe House had already 
voted strongly the other way, and the 
rum men bave now nothing to do but 
retire a badly whipped party.

REVIEW OF THEQUARTER 


LESSON XiIll, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, MARCH 29. 


The Unity of the Israclitish Nation De- 
stroyed—Rapid Decline and Deamoral> 
ization of the Two Sections Despite the 
Labors of Elijah, Elisha and Others, 


The quarter just completed and the pext 
together cover one of the saddest passages 
in history, Borrowing a term from pro 
fane history, it might be called the ‘De- 
cline and Fall” of the divinely established 
vation, Every gracious promise to Israel 
had been coupled with a condition, ex 
pressed or clearly implied. Again aud 
ayain had the people been warned; again 
and again had they disregarded the warn- 
ing, violated the laws against idolatry and 
entangled themselves with neighboring 
nations, until their measure of iniquity 
was complete and the judgment came 

For convenience it is customary to divide 
the history of the kingdom into three 


stages. Samuel may be said to have organ: | 


ived the nation, but with so poor an instru- 
ment as Saul he could not organize the 
kingdom. That was the work of David, 
who was, in the broadest sense, a man of 
war. He brought the national spirit to its 
highest development. He repelled all the 
attacks of his neighbors and compelled 
them to respect Israel, ‘To his son and 
successor he left a united people, whom no 
other nation dared to attack, and a fair 
field for the arts of peace, Solomon brought 
the kingdom to its highest point of glory, 
Hducation, agricultureand commerce were 
brought to a flourishing condition. ‘This 
was the golden age of Israel. The fame of 
Solomon filled the earth. He is still the 
theme of a thousand legends among the 
nations of southern Asia, and the Jews 
through ail the twenty-nine centuries 
since his day have pointed with mingled 
pride and sadness to the glory of Solomon 

The third stage—the four centuries of al- 
most continuous decay and demoralization 
~began with Rehoboam, though the seeds 
of decay were thickly sown before, For 
some reasons not well understood there 
had long been a division in feeling, the 
tribe of Judah and some fractions of other 
tribes standing together, and the rest of 
the nation occasionally breaking away. 
Again and again during the life of David 


did this spirit produce dangerons or bloody | 


results, nor did David succeed in uniting 
the tribes till the heirof Sant, Ishbosheth, 
liad been assassinated. ‘Twice during that 
reign there were bloody insurrections, It 
is but reasonable to conclude that the men 
of Judah were greatly favored at the court 
of Solomon, and that the jealousy of other 
tribes smoldered all through the forty 
years of his glorious reign 

Nevertheless the kingdom left by Solo 
mon extended northeast to the Euphrates 
aud south as far asthe Red sea. 
was the signal for the old jealousy to re 
vive, and the folly of Rehoboam completed 
the division, ‘There were thenceforth two 
kingdoms and internecine strife, and the 
hatred on both sides was so intense that 
even the prophets were affected by it, as 
we see inmany of theirutterances. Against 
the dark background of war and aApostacy 
stand out the mighty figures of Elijah and 
lisha, heroes and patriots, almost mar 
tvrs, yet miraculously sustained and pre- 
served, struggling mightily but in vain to 
bring back a deluded people to their duty 
te God and their native land, 

As the northern kingdom 
career under Jeroboam by 
excluding the Mosaic institutions, so its 
downward career was rapid, Idol 
atry, despotism and corruption were its 
methods; couspiracy, revolt and regicine 
determined the choice of rulers through 
most of the 250 years of its troubled exist 
ence, Once Elisha succeeded in restoring 
a faint spirit of piety and patriotism, and 
under the dynasty of Jehu (who was an 
ointed by Elisha) there was a show of order 
during the reigns of Jehoahaz, Joash, Jero- 
hoam IL and Zachariah; but the latter was 
murdered by Shallum (773 B. C.), who was 
murdered # month Jater by Menahem, 
whose son Pekahiah was slain by Pekah, 
who was in turn assassinated by Hoshea, 
with whom the kingdom 
amid unspeakable miseries, 
were taken into captivity, and so disap- 
peared from history, Many 
counts of them have appeared, and many 
learned men, whose learning was not tem 
pered with judgment, have maintained ex 
Lravagant theories coucerning “The Lost 
‘Tribes,’ but there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they werenever reunited, ‘Their 
idolatry and neglect of the Mosaic law 
would naturally cause them to be absorbed 
and lost asarace in the nations among 
whom they settled, 

The history of the other kingdom, coin 
monly called Judah, is far more important 
and interesting; for it continued a 
dom till 588 B. C., was partially restored 
after the captivity, and maintained a des- 
perate struggle for nationality for nearly 
five centuries longer. Nor was the Jewish 
community completely broken up and the 
people scattered till the reign of the Ro- 
man emperor, Hadrian, about 181 A. D 
when the last insurrection under Bar-Cok 
heba wus suppressed in frightful massa- 
cres, after which the Jews were forbidden 
to enter Jerusalem under penalty of death, 
und the dispersion was complete, Never- 
theless it is Judab that has preserved the 
national name and blood, and the Jews re 
main a people apart among all nations to 
this day, 

Itis fitting to cite here a few facts as to 
that portion of Jewish history between the 
cloge of the Old Testament and opening of 
the New. Cyrus decreed the return of the 
Jews, but of the whole dispersion certain!y 
not more than 4 third, and some think no 
more than a fifth, came back, and these 
completed the new temple about 576 B.C 
Ezra somewhat later brought acolony from 
beyond the Wuphrates, and 
another in 445 B.C. There was u long 
peace, during which the sacred books were 
completed, and the canon of the Hebrew 
Scriptures made up, Near was this peace 
broken till Alexander the Great conquered 
the Persian empire (334 to 831 1. 

Palestine remained a Greek province, 
though under various rulers, for a century 
und a half; all the educated people read 
und to some extent spoke Gre#k, and the 
Seriptares were translated into that 
tougue (the Septuagint), In 170-160 B.C 
the land became again independent under 
the Maccabees, bnt «a century later 
rible civil war resulted in an appeal to 
the Romans, who took the country 

The lessons just closed, the careers of 
Elijab and Elisha, cover the first stages of 
this dreadful history, and it may with 
reverence be said that they deserve the 
study of those who would be statesmen al 
most as much as that of those who would 
be enlightened Christians. In these chap 
ters is portrayed God's method in dealing 
with an apostate and decaying nation, 
‘The moral is set forth in Scripture lan- 
guage, which cannot be improved, 
wicked shall be turned into hell, and all 
the nations that forget God,”’

The Star Silene. 

Every observer of the heavens who 
knows by name some of the brightest 
stars is familiar with the constellation 
called the Great Dipper, visible in the 
northern sky through the whole night 
and throughout the year. It consists 
of seven stars, four in the bowl and 
three in the handle. 
discovery has been made by Professor 
Pickering, of the Harvard university 
observatory, concerning one of the stars 
of thts beautiful group. 

Mizar is the naine of the star. It is 
the middle star in the handle, is of the 
second magnitude, and has attracted 
much attention ever since men began 
to study the stars, because even to the 
naked eve it is double. It has a com- 
Aleor, plainly visible to ob- 
endowed with good visual 
power, Alcor is of the fifth magnitude, 
and is about 11 minutes distant from 
Mizar. ‘The tiny star seems to be grow- 
ing brighter, for the Arabians con- 
sidered it a severe naked eye test, 
it is now comparatively easy to detect.
